RAIDER  STILL  REPORTED 
NEAR  BRAZILIAN  COAST 


Captain  of  Steamer  Reports 
Encountering  Two  Cargo 
Vessels  Accompanied  by 
Two  Auxiliary  Cruisers. 


All  Supposed  to  Be  German, 
but  Flying  American  Flag — 
Observed  Off  Extreme  East- 
ern Point  of  Brazil. 


Other  Reports  Mention  Vessel 
With  Four  Funnels  and  Small 
Submarines— Brazilian  Gov- 
ernment's Precautions. 


RIO  JANEIRO,  4ml  *#.— The  cap- 
tain of  the  Brazilian  steamer  Maran- 
]ino,  says  a  report  from  Barnambuco,  en- 
countered oft*  the  coast  of  the  stats  of 
Jllc  Ursnde-  do  Norte  two  cargo  ves- 
sels, accompanied  by  twe  auxiliary 
Ships,   all   flying  the  American   Hag. 

The  vessel*  ore  supposed  to  be  (Ser- 
bian, the  report  adds. 

The  atate  of  Rio  Urande  do  Norte  la 
on  the  northern  cpaat  of  Braall,  Natal, 
Ita  principal  port,  and  the  moat  eaatarn 
point  of  Brazil,  is  about  110  mllea 
north  of  Pernambuco. 

At  a  lengthy  conference  today  be- 
tween President  Wencealau  Bran  and 
Dr.  Lauro  Mutter,  the  Foreign  Mlnlater, 
It  waa  decided  to  eend  the  coaat  de- 
fence ahlp .  Deodoro  to  guard  the  north 
coaat  of  Braall.  Thta  action  waa  taken 
In  view  of  the  recrudeacence  of  belli- 
gerent naval  ectlvlttee  and  the  poael- 
blllty  of  a  violation  of  Brazilian  neu- 
trality. The  Deodoro  will  aall  at  once 
for  the  north  coaat. 

•    £     Rationality   of   Crewe 

The  crewa  landed  at  Pernambuco 
numbering  237  men,  Included  170  Brlt- 
teh,  64  French  and  IS  Americana.  The 
commander  of  one  of  the  ahlpa  which 
fell  victim  to  the  raider,  eaid  the  Ger- 
mane at  flrst  mude  u»o  of  the  Br  Utah 
flag.  It  la  now  underatood  that  nine 
Veaaela  were  captured   by  the  Germane. 

The  dispatch  from  Pernambuco  any* 
that  forty  French,  who  were  landed  by 
the  Hudson  Maru,  have  been  taken 
•beard  the  at  earner  Maranbao,  proceed- 
ing to  Bah  la,  where  they  will  be  put 
aboard  eteamere  for  France.  The  com- 
mander of  the  If aranhao  aaya  he  ob- 
acrved  four  veaaela.  believed  to  be  Ger- 
mane, one  of  which  had  four  atacka 
and  another  two  atacka,  acting  aa 
auxiliaries,  and  two  cargo  veaaela. 


The  Royal  Mail  liner  Drlns,  of  11.488 
tone  gross,  which  had  been  In  the  xone 
of  the  operation*  of  the  German  com- 
merce raider  and  which  in  eome  quart- 
era  had  been  reported  aunk,  entered  the 
harbor  of  Rio  de  Janlero  thle  morning. 

The  Japaneae  ateamahlp  Hudeon  Maru 
on  arriving  at  Pernambuco  on  January 
lb  with  crewa  of  aome  of  the  victim** 
of  the  German  raider,  had  no  Germans 
en  board,  according  to  an  official  an- 
nouncement made  here  today,  and  con- 
sequently it  la  aald  the  veeael  la  free 
to  leave  port.

"We  learn  that  since  yesterday  the 
Vteamer  Caproca  and  another  German 
vessel  Interned  at  thia  port  have  made 
gieat  preparations  to  put  to  sea.  It  Is 
believed  these  vessels  are  endeavoring 
to  make  their  escape  for  the  purpose  of 
reinforcing  the  raiders,  which  are  Buf- 
fering from  a  shortage  of  supplies,  and 
•re  depending  for  their  aafety  on  the 
flight  of  German  ahlpa  from  Braall."

NORTH  VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  Jan  .81. 
—A  scarcity  of  water,  coupled  with,  a 
screw  jack  which  snapped,  caused  a  post- 
ponement this  afternoon  of  the  launch- 
ins  of  the  Mabel  Brown  from  the  Wal- 
lace Shipbuilding  Company's  Nd.  8 
yards.  Although  the  day  was  stormy 
overhead,  there  waa  scarcely  a  breeze  at 
the  surface  with  the  tide  18  inches  be- 
low what  was  expected.

Ranks  Helping  to  Win  War 
-r-Announcement  of  Loan  Is 
Well  Received.

LONDON.  Jan.  80. — (Via  Router's  Ot- 
tawa Agency.) — A  special  dlapatch  from 
Delhi  aaya:  \ 

The  Viceroy,  Lord  Chelmsford,  has 
returned  from  a  successful  tour  of  In- 
dia, lasting  twelve  days.  He  was  con- 
siderably impressed  by  the  general  ac- 
tivity which  he  witnessed  in  many  di- 
rections In  connection  with  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  he  will  hold  a  special  parade  at 
Delhi  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
numerous  medals  and  decorations  to 
Indians  who  have  gained  distinction  on 
active  service. 

Meanwhile  the  steady  flow  of  contri- 
butions of  all  kinds  to  war  and  relief 
funds,  from  princes  and  all  elasaes  of 
the  community,  continues  unabated,  and 
the  general  determination  of  every  sec- 
tion to  prosecute  the  war  to  a  success- 
ful Issue  Is  stronger  than  ever.  Among 
the  gifts  may  be  mentioned:  One  lakh 
of  rupees  (882,500)  for  the  Imperial  In- 
dian Relief  Fund,  as  well  as  the  loan 
of  his  splendid  Bombay  residence  for  a 
war  hospital,  from  the  Gaekwar  of  Ba- 
roda;  four  and  a  half  lakhs  (8144,248) 
from  the  princes,  chiefs  and  people  of 
Rajputana  to  the  King-Emperor  for 
aeroplanes  and  machine  guns;  a  motor 
launch  from  the  Maharaja  of  Travan- 
oore;  ten  thousand  rupees  from  the 
Maharaja  of  Burdwan,  and  many  other 
valuable  donations  The  Reo  of  Cutch 
has  offered  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
one  Indian  regiment  at  the  front  for 
another  year. 

The  announcement  of  the  new  war 
loan  has  been  excellently  received,  and 
certain  newspapers  have  expressed  the 
hops  that  the  last  date  for  applications. 
now  fixed  for  February  18,  will  be  ex- 
tended In  order  to  enable  India  and  the 
other  Dominions  to  participate. 

Since  hla  arrival  in  India  last  Au- 
tumn. Blr  Charles  Munro.  commander- 
in-chief,  has  been  very  active.  He  has 
visited  Mesopotamia,  the  northwest 
frontier,  Calcutta.  Bombay  and  other 
centres  Indeed,  he  has  done  much  to 
explode  the  theory  that  the  head  of  the 
army  must  necessarily  remain  at  offi- 
cial headquarters

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  20.— The  offering 
price  for  the  1250,000,000  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  one 
and  two  year  five  and  a  half  per  cent 
secured  loan  is  99.62  and  Interest  for 
ths  one-year  notes  and  90.07  and  Inter- 
est for  the  two-year  notes,  to  yield 
6  per  cent  in  both  cases. 

The  loan  will  be  secured  by  deposits 
of  securities  having  a  value  of  at  least 
8800,000,000,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
prevailing  market  prices  and  exchange 
rates.

PETROGRAD.  Jan.  20. — In  the  face 
of  an  attack  in  the  Nanestl  sector 
along  the  Bereth  line  on  the  Rouman- 
ian front,  the  Russians  were  preaaed 
back  towards  the  8ereth.  the  war  of- 
fice announced  today  In  the  following 
report: 

"In  the  region  of  Baras.  10  miles 
south  of  Lamuntelu  mountain,  enemy 
troops  attempted  an  offensive,  but 
were  thrown  back.  Southeast  of  Rak- 
otlach  enemy  troops  also  attacked 
without  success.  Here  the  enemy 
troops  used  explosive  bullets. 

"On  the  Nanestl  front,  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  River  Rimnik,  the  enemy  pressed 
back  our  detachments  toward  the  River 
Bereth. 

"During  the  last  engagement  with 
the  Turks  it  waa  discovered  they  were 
ualng  explosive  bullets."

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  20.— Admiral 
George  Dewey,  bero  of  the  battle  of 
Manila  Bay,  waa  burled  at  Arlington 
national  cemetery  today  after  solemn 
ceremonies,  reflecting  the  nation's  final 
tribute. 

Two  service*  were  held,  the  first  a 
private  homo  ceremony,  and  the  second 
an  Impressive  service  in  the  rotunda  of 
the  capltol.  where  the  President,  the 
Supremo  Court,  the  Cabinet,  the  Senate 
and  House,  the  diplomatic  corps  and 
others  prominent  in  official  and  civil 
lfie,  went  to  publicly  honor  the  memory 
of  their  hero.  Afterwards  through 
streets  lined  with  thousands  the  notable 
company  and  a  large  escort  of  mlUtary 
and  naval  forces  followed  the  casket  to 
Arlington. 

The  midshipmen  from  Annapolis,  re- 
membered by  the  Admiral  while  he  was 
on  his  death  bed  as  "nry  friends,"  were 
given  the  signal  distinction  of  honor  es- 
cort, and  in  compliance  with  his  re- 
quest they  alone  accompanied  the  re- 
mains from  the  residence  to  the  capltol, 
and  later  were  the  only  military  unit  to 
enter  the  cemetery  in  organisation  for- 
mation.        / 

Although  arranged  with  care  to  ex- 
press a  national  tribute,  the  funeral  and 
burial  ceremony  were  simple  and  brief. 
There  was  no  funeral  oration  at  the 
residence  or  at  the  capltol.  Both  ser- 
vices were  conducted  according  to  Epis- 
copal rites,  the  first  being  read  by  Dr. 
It.  C.  Smith,  the  family  minister,  and 
the  second  by  Chaplain  J.  B.  Frazier, 
who  was  the  Olyropia's  chaplain  at 
Manila  Bay. > 


During  the  service  the  entire  machin- 
ery .  of  the  Federal  Government  here 
was  halted.  Private  business  was  sus- 
pended for  an  hour,  and  all  flags  were 
at  half  mast.  Observances  of  a  similar 
kind  were  held  on  every  American  naval 
vessel  afloat,  and  were  emphasized  by 
firing  at  noon  by  evary  senior  ship,  of 
a  salute  of  19  guns,  two  more  than  the 
regulations  prescribed  for  an  Admiral's 
salute.  Later,  when  the  casket  was 
placed  In  the  vault,  the  salute  was  re- 
peated.

In  business  circles  it  Is  understood 
that  German  trade  is  strangling,  while 
the  trade  of  the  Allies  prospers.  In 
military  circles,  however,  German  pres- 
tige continues  high.  The  military  lead- 
ers, who  virtually  control  the  Govern- 
ment, appear  unable  to  divest  them- 
selves of  the  apprehension  that  Ger- 
many may  yet  win  the  war.

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Lord  Robert  Cecil  Speaks  of 
Conditions  Which  it  Has 
Brought  About  in  Enemy 
Countries — Neutral    Rights. 


PARIS,  Jan.  20—  Lord  Robert  Cecil, 
the  British  minister,  In  an  Interview 
published  here,  mated  that  the  blockade 
problem  1b  to  reconcile  the  Allies'  un- 
doubted belligerent  right  to  cut  off  sup- 
I'.itb  from  the  enemy  with  the  equally 
undoubted  right  of  neutral  countries  ad- 
jacent to  Germany  to  obtain  goods 
needed  for  bona  fide  home  consumption. 
He  says: 

"About  the  first  right,  misconception 
is  impossible.  The  Allies  have  an  un- 
doubted claim  to  use  their  sea  power  to 
cut  off  the  enemy's  supplies,  and  intend 
to  exercise  that  power  to  the  utmost. 
Neither  on  the  grounds  of  International 
law  nor  humanity  can  the  enemy  or  the 
world  complain  in  this  respect.  The 
Germans  tried  to  cut  off  supplies  from 
Great  Britain,  and  only  the  lack  of 
power  prevented  them  from  succeeding. 
In  1870  they  had  a  kindred  power  over 
Paris,  and  exercised  that  power  ruth- 
lessly. Our  methods  of  conducting  the 
blockade  are  strictly  in  accordance  with 
International  law  and  undlsgraced  by 
outrages  committed  In  all  too  many  In- 
stances by  enemy  naval  forces. 
Weutrals  Wot  Penalised 

"We  claim  in  connection  with  neutral 
rights  that  neutral  countries  adjacent  to 
Germany  have  not  been  penalized  re- 
garding real  home  requirements.  We 
are  prepared  to  and  do  facilitate  their 
obtaining  goods  necessary  under  this 
head.  The  Allies,  moreover,  control 
many  sources  of  raw  material,  and  it  is 
quite  clear  that  they  are  entitled  to 
make  their  own  conditions  before  sup- 
plying any  countries  with  goods  which 
they  control.  They  are  prepared  «o  to 
supply  neutral  countries  if  they  agree  to 
limit  their  demands  to  the  amounts  they 
need  themselves  and  not  become  enemy 
supply  bases.  The  effect  of  this  policy 
is  visible  from  the  accounts  appearing 
daily,  with  added  force,  in  neutral  and 
enemy  papers,  testifying  to  the  dally  In- 
creasing want  in  Germany. 

"When  a  country  Is  reduced  to  com- 
mandeering all  available  domestic  sup- 
plies of  copper  and  to  introducing  very 
dubious  rubber  substitutes,  food  and 
clothing  tickets,  it  cannot  be  said  that 
the  blockade  is  a  failure.  The  ration  al- 
lowed for  a  German  subject  is  supposed 
to  Include  a  half  pound  of  meat  weekly, 
and  a  few  thlmblefulls  of  butter,  and 
an  egg  every  fortnight,  which  is  fre- 
quently unforthcoming.  The  quality  of 
the  bread  is  very  bad,  and  the  quantity 
very  scarce,  and  the  potato  crop  has 
largely  failed.  The  hopes  of  the  Ger- 
man people  founded  on  this  crop  are 
sadly  disappointed.  The  present-day 
position  of  Germany  certainly  appears 
grave.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  condition  of  Germany's  allies  is 
even  worse. 

Supplies  Prom  Welghbors 
"Were  undue  amounts  of  material  al- 
lowed to  reach  the  countries  adjacent  to 
Germany  during  the  last  year?  The  im- 
portation of  various  important  commodi- 
ties Into  the  three  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries and  Holland  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  1918,  as  compared  with  the 
normal  pre-war  importations  for  home 
requirements  in  the  three  years  preced- 
ing the  war,  indicate  the  blockade  effi- 
ciency, and  prove  that  the  enemy  Is  be- 
ing prevented  from  obtaining  overseas 
supplies.  The  question  of  the  disposal 
of  the  home-grown  produce  of  countries 
bordering  on  Germany  Is  more  difficult. 
German  prices  are  high,  and  the  difficul- 
ties of  transport  to  their  allied  countries 
must  be  very  great.  Naturally,  where 
produce  Is  dependent  upon  raw  materials 
or  facilities  offered  by  the  Allies,  ad- 
vantage can  be  taken  of  this  fact.  Steps 
have, 'moreover,  been  taken  to  purchase 
for  the  illles  large  amounts  of  supplies 
in  those  countries,  and  it  can  be  stated 
generally  that  every  effort  is  being 
made  and  will  be  made  to  insure  that 
neutral  countries  adjacent  to  Germany 
should  treat  Germany  with  strict  impar- 
tiality. Once  some  were  Inclined  to  be 
tempted  by  the  large  prices  offered  Into 
becoming  enemy  supply  bases,  but  this 
has  been  stopped  altogether.  Respect- 
ing .overseas  goods  and  regarding  home 
grown  produce  the  position  has  much 
improved."

MONTREAL,  Jan.  20.— W.  G.  Annable, 
general  passenger  agent  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  steamships,  wants  to  convey  a 
warning  regarding  their  return  to  the 
thousands  of  Canadian  women  who  have 
followed  their  soldier  husbands  to 
England.  There  are  30.000  Canadian 
women  In  England,  according  to  compu- 
tations. 

"Peace  may  come  suddenly,  with  a 
tremendous  German  collapse."  said  Mr. 
Annable,  "and  when  It  does  come  the 
governments  will  start  right  away  to 
send  the  troops  home.  Then  there  will 
be  such  a  rush  of  troops  that  there  will 
be  no  ships  for  any  other  traffic  The 
work  will  take  at  least  a  year.  In  (be 
meantime,  the  soldiers'  wives  must  stay 
In  England.  And,  of  course,  there  Is 
the  Australian  contingent  to  think  of, 
snd  the  men  in  Mesopotamia  and  Greece 
and  Egypt. 

"So  the  best  thing  the  Canadian 
women  can  do  la  to  get  home  at  once, 
this  Spring,  before  peace  comes  with  a 
rush  and  leaves  them  stranded  with  no 
means  of  getting  home  for  many 
months."

BY  EXPLOSION 


Between  Thirty  and  Forty 
Bodies  Found  at  Munitions 
Plant  Blown  Up  Near  Lon- 
don—Shock Felt  Far  Away, 


LONDON.  Jan.  20.— Between  30  and 
40  bodies  have  been  discovered  today 
folowlag  an  explosion  in  a  munition  fac- 
tory near  London  last  night  Practic- 
ally all  the  explosives,  as  well  as  the 
factory,  were  entirely  destroyed.  The 
effects  were  felt  at  a  great  distance  and 
three  rows  of  small  bouses  in  the  neigh- 
borhood were  almost  demolished.  About 
100  persons  are  reported  to  have  been 
injured  seriously. 

The  following  official  announcement 
In  regard  to  the  explosion  was  given 
out  here  today: 

"At  about  7  o'clock  last  evening  fire 
started  In  a  factory  in  the  east  of  Lon- 
don, near  the  river,  which  was  em- 
ployed In  refining  explosives.  Fortun- 
ately a  few  minutes  elapsed  after  the 
commencement  of  the  fire  before  an  ex- 
plosion occurred,  during  which  interval 
many  of  the  operatives  were  able  to 
escape. 

Pactory  Destroyed 

"The  explosion  appears  to  have  In. 
volved  practically  all  the  explosives 
in  the  factory,  which  wss  Itself  com- 
pletely destroyed.  Fires  were  caused 
in  the  neighboring  warehouses  and  fac- 
tories, one  of  the  largest  of  which  was 
an  important  flour  mill.  The  explosion 
was  felt  for  a  great  distance.  Three 
rows  of  small  houses  in  the  neighbor- 
hood were  practically  demolished  and 
considerable  damage  was  occasioned  to 
other  property. 

"An  engine  from  the  local  station  had 
reached  the  spot  and  was  playing  on 
the  fire  when  the  explosion  occurred. 
The  engine  Itself  was  destroyed,  but 
only  two  firemen  appear  to  have  lost 
their  Uvea.  The  chief  chemist  and  a 
number  of  workers  were  killed  by  the 
explosion. 

"The  chief  chemist.  Dr.  Angell,  while 
advising  operatives  to  seek  safety,  him- 
self went  to  the  fire  and  attempted  to 
combat  it. 

"The  number  of  persons  killed,  either 
in  the  factory  or  in  the  neighboring 
bouses,  has  not  been  ascertained.  The 
casualties,  however,  owing  to  the  warn- 
ing, are  not  nearly  no  heavy  as  at  first 
supposed.  Up  to  the  present  between 
30  and  40  bodies  have  been  recovered 
and  about  100  persons  are  reported  to 
have  been  seriously  injured. 

Stallef   Measures 
"The    borough   authorities      have     ar- 
ranged  for  immediate  relief  for     those 
re-quiring  It  and  funds  are  being  raised 
for  their  assistance. 

"Owing  to  the  effects  of  the  explo- 
sion an  communication  with  other  dis- 
tricts were  broken  off  for  a  time.  Lo- 
cal assistance  was  forthcoming  Imme- 
diately, but  owing  to  lack  of  communi- 
cation assistance  from  the  Metropolitan 
fire  brigade  could  not  be  obtained  im- 
mediately. Within  half  an  hour,  how- 
ever, ample  assistance  was  afforded. 

"We  are  Informed  by  the  ministry  of 
munitions  that  the  accident  will  make 
no  practical  difference  to  the  output  of 
munitions.  The  minister,  with  the 
chief  officers  of  the  explosives  supply 
department,  visited  the  scene  thin  morn- 
ing and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
deal  promptly  with  the  unfortunates  of 
the  explosion.  The  King  also  has  ex- 
pressed his  solicitude  for  the  victims 
and  their  families." 

The  explosion  was  not  only  heard 
within  a  radius  of  many  miles  from 
the  scene,  including  London  and  sub- 
urban towns,  but  shook  houses  and 
broke  windows  a  long  distance  away. 
In  normal  times  a  panic  probably  would 
have  resulted  In  the  theatres,  where  the 
audiences  were  Just  sssembllng,  and  In 
other  public  places,  but  the  population 
In  this  case  was  remarkably  cool. 
Palt  in  London 

The  general  character  of  the  explo- 
sion, as  It  was  experienced  in  the  centre 
of  London,  was  a  roar  of  short  dura- 
tion, as  though  a  vast  reservoir  of  gas 
had  been  Ignited  and  consumed  in  one 
burst  of  flame.  A  tremendous  puff  of 
Are  flashed  high  into  the  air  and  then 
quickly  subsided.  Eye-witnesses  In  sub- 
urban town  said  the  flames  had  disap- 
peared a  full  minute  before  they  heard 
the  roar  which  accompanied  It. 

Fire  had  broken  out  more  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  explosion 
and  firemen  were  on  the  spot  lighting 
it.  The  day  shift  of  workers  In  the 
neighborhood  were  with  their  families  at 
their  evening  meal.

explosion,  the  chemical  works  were  vir- 
tually wiped  out  to  the  foundations,  and 
with  them  the  flour  mill  adjoining  the 
blocks  of  workmen's  dwellings.  Heavy 
clouds  of  smoke  and  flame  rose  to  a 
great  height  throughout  the  night,  but 
the  worst  of  the  destruction  had  been 
accomplished  In  the  minute  of  the  ex- 
plosion. 

Many  military  ambulances  arrived 
quickly  on  the  scene,  but  organised 
rescue  work  was  impossible  for  a  time. 


While  several  munitions  plants  have 
been  constructed  at  various  places  In 
the  neighborhood  of  London  since  the 
outbreak  of  war,  the  most  important 
munitions  factory  Is  that  of  the  Wool- 
wich government  arsenal,  located  about 
seven  miles  east  of  the  British  capital. 

It  appears  probable  from  the  official 
statement  in  regard  to  the  disaster, 
particularly  the  reference  to  the  flour 
mlU  near,  that  the  explosion  did  not 
occur  on  the  grounds  of  the  old  Wool- 
wich arsenal  proper,  although  the  fac- 
tory destroyed  may  have  been  one  of 
those  established  in  the  vicinity  since 
the  war  began.

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The  Breakwater  la  practically  com- 
pleted and  the  two  new  ocean  docks  are 
being  rapidly  constructed.  Within  a 
year  there  will  be  spacious  new  ac- 
commodation for  shipping  of.  the  largest 
tonnage  in  a  protected  basin  at  Vic- 
toria, that  to,  accommodation  so  far  as 
naked  piers  without  connection  with  any 
line  of  railway,  although  there  are  two 
transcontinental  roads  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  piers.  We  mention  these 
matters  so  that  the  public  may  appre- 
ciate the  condition  that  will  exist  when 
the  contractors  have  completed  their 
work.  There  will  be  little  of  no  in- 
ducement for  steamships  to  make  use 
*>ef<  the  new  piers,  for  there  .will  be  no 
protection  for  freight  that  may  be  dis- 
charged there  or  may  be  left1  there  for 
shipment.  There  will  be  no  facilities 
wheyeby  freight  can  be  brought  to  or  be 
taken  from  the.  piers  In  railway  ears. 

This  is  not  what  was  intended  when 
the  contracts  were  let.  The  Federal 
Minister  of  Public  Works  had  not  the 
least  intention  of  leaving  the  new  Out- 
er Harbor  In  the  naked  condition  in 
which  It  win  he;  but  at  the  time  neither 
/  he  nor  anyone  else  could  have  anticipat- 
ed a  European  war.  He  very  naturally 
confined  himself  to  the  letter  of  the 
major  and  essential  contracts,  leaving 
tlie  remainder  of  the  work  to  be  taken 
In  hand  later,  when  the  new  harbor  had 
been  created.  This  wag  the  only  reason- 
able  and  businesslike  course  to  be  fol- 
lowed, anil  hence  -  What  has  been  said 
above  4s  not  Intended  in  any  spirit  of 
criticism,  hut  solely  as  a  succinct  state- 
ment of  the  actual  facts  as  they  now  or 
will  shortly  exist,  with  the  view  ol 
creating  a  demand  from  the  people  of 
VlctorlA  for  the  supplementing  of  the 
work  now  In  progress  by  such  additions 
as  are  necessary,, to  its  proper  utilisa- 
tion. S,». 

Jn  the  ofbroo  of  a  very  few  months 
the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Canadian 
Northern  will  both  be,  as  the  former 
now  is,  within  a  few  yards  of  the  water 
In  the^mpsr  Harbor.  The  former  new 
is,  and  the  latter  soon  will  be.  connect- 
ed with  the  Mainland  termini  of  their 
respective  lines  by  an  efficient  freight 
forty  service,  and  It  Is  of  freight  only 
that  we  are  speaking  tjjjs  morning. 
The  plans  for  the  development  of  the 
former  Songhees  Reserve  contemplate  a 
rommobUMr  track  In  connection  with 
both  thine  railways  and  extending  to  a 
car-ferry  slip  ia  little  to  tha  westward 
of  Songhees  Point,  When  these  have 
been  provided,  cars  from  any  part  of 
tha  continent  and,  of  course;  from  Van- 
couver Island  can  be  delivered  at  that 
ferry  slip  by  both  these  transcontinent- 
al railways.  But  this  Is  as  far  as  they 
can  be  .taken,  and  there  would  be  no  use 
In  taking  them  that  far  unless  provision 
is  made  In  connection  with  the  new 
piers  for  their  reception  there  or  for 
laying  them  alongside  a  ship. 

But  some  of  the  freight  that  may  be 
handled  at  ihe  new  piers  will  originate 
in  Victoria  Itself,  especially  lumber 
shipments  going  foreign.  This  has  been 
recognised  as  of  such  Importance  that 
at  one  time  a  harbor  railway  was  pro- 
moted to  handle  this  business,  and  at 
several  times  proposals  have  been/thade 
of  routes  for  a  line  of  railway  between 
the  Inner  part  of  the  city  and  UieAhiter 
Wharves.  This  connection  can  be  estab- 
lished with  a  minimum  capital  outlay 
and  very  efficiently,  without  Interfering 
with  tha  city  streets,  by  adopting  the 
plan  'followed  In  New  York,  Chicago 
and  other  points,  namely,  .by  transfer 
bawgee.  Our  Information  Is  that  lum- 
ber nan  be  loaded ^on  cars  at  any  point 
alone  the  Inner  Harbor  and  be  carried 
to  the  Outer  Docks  on  a  barge  more 
cheaply  than  It  could  be  .transported  on 
truokn,  and  neceseetily  wtth  Mo  Wear 
ant  tear  upon  the  etty  etreets  and  ab- 
solutely no  obstruction  to  vehicular 
t  raffia  The  contour  of  the  land  sur- 
feoe  of  Victoria  and  the  fact  that  there 
is  really  only  one  way  throisgh  the  city 
to  the  Oa tee  Harbor  seem  to  render  land 
transportation  from  our  mills  to  the 
Outer  Decks  quite  eel  of  the  question. 
This    brings    us    to    the    first    point 


this  subject  as  meaning  exactly  what 
the  words  Imply.  May  it  not  reasonably 
be  Inferred  that.  Jurt  as  one  aspect  of

These  observations  Indicate  what  we 
mean  when  we  speak  of  the  analytical 
reading  of  the  Gospels.  Let  it  be  con- 
ceded that  their  chief  value  le  that  they 
point  out  the  way  of  salvation  in  another 
life.  Is  this  any  reason  why  we  should 
hot  seek  to  discover  If  there  Is  not 
something   else    In    them    than    this?

One  of  the  results  of  the  newly 
awakened  Interest  In  matters  relating  to 
the  spiritual  life  seems  to  be  the  de- 
velopment of  a  new  aspect  towards  the 
Gospel.  It  Is  not  putting  the  case  too 
strongly  to  say  that  much  of  the  read- 
ing of  the  record  of  the  sayings  and 
deeds  of  Jeeue  of  Nazareth  has  been 
more  mechanical  than  analytical.  The 
accounts  given  by  the  four  Evangelists 
have  to  a  very  large  degree  been  treat- 
ed as  though  to  peruse  them  formed  a 
religious  duty  and  In  some  undefined 
way  played  a  part  in  the  development 
of  a  religious  life  Yet  when  we  re- 
flect that  Jesus  was  unquestionably 
the  most  wonderful  and  most  Influential 
teacher  who  has  ever  spoken  to  'hu- 
manity, It  seems  as  though  what  He  did 
and  said  la  worthy  of  more  than  per- 
functory consideration.  The  record 
ought  to  be  regarded  in  all  its  aspects, 
that  Is,  if  it  has  more  than  one.  Ad- 
mitting that  His  career  culminated  in 
the  tragedy  of  Calvary  and  the  triumph 
"of  the  Resurrection,  are  we  bound  to 
infer  that  His  teachings  and  demonstra- 
tions all  led  up  to  this  climax?  Do  not 
hastily  conclude  that  when  ere  say  there 
are  other  aspects  in  which  His  Gospel 
ought  to  be  regarded  we  are  seeking  to 
detract  anything  from  the  sublimity  of 
His  self-sacrifice  and  its  effect  upon 
the    future    destinies    of    mankind. 

The  Gospel  narratives  present  them- 
selves i  for  consideration  from  three 
points  of  view,  which  may  be  thus 
stated: 

.    The  relations  between  the  Deity  and 
mankind;  . 

The  relations  between  individuals; 
The    operations    of    that    remarkable 
quality   spoken  of  as   Faith. 

No  one  supposes  that  the  Gospel  nar- 
ratives    are     anything     like     complete. 
John  closes  his  account  with  the  some- 
what  naive  statement   that    if  all   that 
Jesus   did    were   recorded,    he   supposed 
the  world  would  not  contain  the  books. 
The  hasty  outline  of  His  career  given 
In  the  first  chapter  of  Mark  Is  a  sum- 
mary of  an  exceedingly  busy  life,  and 
to  suggest  that  anything  like  the  full 
story. la  told  in  the  approximately  16,000 
words,     which     comprise     this    Gospel, 
would    be   absurd.      Even   His   principal 
addresses  are  not  given  in  extenso,  al- 
though His  words  spoken  to  the  Disci- 
ples  on  the   evening  of  His   arrest   are 
apparently  complete  from   the  point  of 
literary  construction,  and  therefore  may 
be  assumed   to   be  so  in   facTT  but   the 
reports  of  His  other  addresses  are  evi- 
dently only  synoptical.  His  most  famous 
addrsss,    usually    spoken    of     as     "The 
Sermon  on  the  Mount,"  reads  as  if  the 
writer   only  sought   to  give   the  salient 
points    tn    this    very    remarkable   Utter- 
ance.     But  even  as  It  is  one  may  safely 
say  that  it  is  the  most  remarkable  utter- 
ance of  which  we  have  any  record,  and 
the  force  of  this  statement  will  be  all 
the    more   apparent   when    we    think   of 
the  time  and  place  where  it  was  spoken. 
Familiarity  has   to  some  extent  dulled 
the  force  of  Its  Appeal,  and  Its  real  sig- 
nificance has  been  beclouded  by  dogma 
and  perverted    by    forced    explanations; 
but  as  a  guide   to  the  development   of 
character  and  as  a  definition  of  man's 
place  In  relation  to  his  fellows  and  his 
God,    there   never    was   anything   equal 
to  it,  and  we  need  look  for  nothing  bet- 
ter.    In  saying  this  we  think  it  well 
to    add    that    readers    should    keep    In 
mind    the    people   to   whom   It  was  ad- 
dressed and  the  lines  along  which  they 
had  been  educated.     Matthew  closes  his 
report  by  saying  "the  people  were  aston- 
ished at  His  doctrine,  for  He  taught  as 
one    having    authority   and    not   as   the 
scribes.**    There  Is  a  wealth  of  meaning 
in  this,  for  the  practices  of  the  Jewish 
religion    had    become   mere   formalities 
and  the  teachings  of  Its  instructors  had 
little    practical    Influence    In    the    up- 
building of  .strong,  useful  Uvea.     Here 
was  a  Teacher  with  a  message,  not  ut- 
tered   haltingly,    net    buttressing     Ills 
statements    with    arguments,    but    One 
who   taught    a    religion  of   action,   life 
upon   a   standard   tn   which  actual  per- 
sonal goodness  played  the  chief  part. 

When  Jesus  came  down  from  the 
mountain,  we  are  told,  n  great  multitude 
followed  Him,  and  among  them  was  a 
leper  whom.  He  healed.  Here  wan  a 
demenatretlen  of  power.  It  need  to  be 
taught  that  the  "mighty  worker  per- 
formed by  Jeeue  were  dene  ain  order 
that  His  divinity  might  he  made  appar- 
ent, but  this  is  not  warranted  by  any- 
thing in  the  sewred  narrative  Indeed 
He  expressly  taught  that  this  name 
power  might  be  exercised  by  ©there. 
Not  only  did  He  any  that  others  might 
also  perform  them,  not  He  on  one  oc- 
casion told  llsl  DeTMtelen  that  they 
might  do  even  greater  works.  It  will 
he  remembered  that  among  the  grst 
acta  of  the  Apostles  after  the  4kkjk.ef 
Pent  scoot  wen  of  this  chore  star.  Mo  one 
can  reed  the  record  of  the  Apeetlee  or 
their  epistles  without  being-  sntSettsd

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  "O 
Canada!"  will  be  recognized  as  the  Can- 

a* 

adlan  National  Anthem.  "The  Maple 
Leaf"  wee  written  for  school  children 
and  its  words  and  music  are  admirably 
suited  for  that  purpose,  but  they  are  en- 
tirely too  light  for  the  greater  purposes 
for  which  a  national  anthem  is  em- 
ployed. The  words'  now  in  use  in  the 
English  rendering  of  "O  Canada!"  have 
a  fine  devotional  ring,  especially  In  the 
appeal  of  the  refrain.  We  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  eay  that  it  has  no  rival  among 
songs  of  Its  class,  the  nearest  approach 
to  it  musically  being  the  Russian  Na- 
tional Anthem.  And  yet  we  find  Mr. 
Arthur  Stringer  objecting  to  it  on  the 
ground  that  It  is  too  dirgelike.  In 
reply,  a  writer  of  The  Woodstock,  Ont., 
Sentinel-Review  says: 

If  Arthur  Stringer  could  stand  be- 
side the  "Road  to  Glory — and  Berlin," 
upon  which  troops  march  to  the 
Somme,  end  hear  company  after  com- 
pany stumbling  by  In  the  darkness  to 
th«  lUt  of  "O  Canada,"  while  the  whole 
country  Is  a  mass  of  flashes  and  the 
thunder  of  the  guns  keeps  the  ground 
all  a-tremble,  and  every  one. of  thoX 
half-seen,  figures  grotesquely  burdened 
with  their  overland  kit  is  just,  as  every 
boy,  thinking  of  the  morning  and  of 
the  home  he'll  probably  never  again 
see;  then  I  think  Arthur  Stringer 
would  forget  that  dirge  stuff.

In  times  of  stress 
and  under  the  influence  of  momentous 
happenings  the  credulity  of  human  na- 
nature  becomes  emphasized.  Relatives 
of  those  who  have  gone  to  the  war  seek 
to  secure  knowledge  or  their  where- 
abouts, their  welfare  and  their  possible  • 
fate,  and  the  superstitious  end  weak-  I 
minded  attach  credence  to  the  tales  of 
those  who  profess  to  be  able  to  see 
into  the  future 

Fortune-tellers,  soothsayers,  seers, 
psychlsts,  clairvoyants,  and  men  and 
women  of  the  ilk  are  of  all  ages  and 
their  methods  only  vary  with  the  tricks 
of  the  trade  and  the  characters  of  their 
victims.  London,  the  focus  of  the  Em- 
pire's war  activities,  has  suffered  re- 
cently from  a  plague  of  fortune-tellers. 
Only  when  the  press  took  action  were 
these  prosecuted  and  forbidden  to  ply 
their  alleged  calfings.  Fortune-telling, 
as  a  trade,  can  only  be  carried  out  In 
defiance  of  the  law.  As  one  of  the 
functions  of  the  law  is  to  protect  the 
weak-minded  from  the  wiles  of  adven- 
turers a  duty  rests  on  the  authorities 
to  put  an  end  to  a  practice  such  as  ex- 
ists, not  only  in  Victoria  but  in  other 
Canadian  cities,  and,  nearly  everywhere, 
unchecked. 

,  The  trade  of  "seers"  is  a  dan- 
gerous one  to  the  moral  and  physical 
well-being  of  its  victims.  So-called 
"psychlsts,"  "psychic  healers"  and 
"mediums,''  all  those  who  pretend  to 
read  the  future  in  the  crystal,  by  palm- 
istry, or  by  cards,  are  merely  working 
upon  the  weaknesses  of  human  nature. 
Such  persons  are  either  endowed  with, 
or  cultivate!  a  plausible  and  sympathe- 
tic manner  'which  enables  them  to  im- 
.pose  on  the  credulity  of  their  clients. 
Some  employ  methods  that  are  utterly 
unknown  to  their  Innocent  victims. 
Touts  are  engaged  by  certain  fortune- 
tellers whose  business  it  is  to  move  in 
circles  where  likely  subjects  are  to  be 
found.  The  tout,  under  the  guise  of 
friendship,  wheedles  from  newly  ac- 
quired acquaintances  their  Intimate  af- 
fairs and  the  affairs  of  their  friends. 
Then,  casually,  the  name  of  a  fortune- 
teller, or  "medium,"  Is  introduced  Into 
the  conversation.  Curiosity  Is  aroused. 
The  "medium,"  prepared  by  the  knowl- 
edge Imparted  by  the  tout,  is  ready  to 
receive  her  client  and  always,  Imme- 
diately en  the  meeting  taking  place, 
succeeds  in  amazing  her  victim  by  re- 
vealing facts  relative  to  his  or  her  past. 
Once  faith  in  her  powers  are  thus  estab- 
lished the  steps  towards  foretelling  the 
future,  are  simple.  The  practice  of 
fortune-telling  Is  one,  the  absurdity  of 
which  ought  to  be  Its  own  undoing,  but 
unfortunately  this  is  not  the  case.  So 
It  has  come  about,  with  the  experience 
of  the  ages  as  a  guide,  that  Die  law  haa 
stepped  In  and  defines  what  eannot  be 
done  in  this  direction.  Section  396  of 
the  Criminal  Code  of  Cunada  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

Unlawful   in   Canada 

"Pretending  to  Practice  Witchcraft — 
Everyone  Is  guilty  of  an  indictable  of- 
fence and  liable  to  one  year's  imprison- 
ment who  pretends  to  exercise  or  use 
any  kind  of  witchcraft,  sorcery,  en- 
chantment, or  conjuration,  or  undertakes 
to  tell  fortunes,  or  pretends  from  his 
skill  or  knowledge  in  any  occult  or 
crafty  science,  to  discover  where  or  in 
▼that  manner  any  goods  or  chattels  sup- 
posed to  have  been  stolen  or  lost  may 
be  found." 

Ways  Innumerable  have  been,  and  are 
being  attempted,  to  evade  this  section 
of  the  Criminal ;  Code  The  practice  of 
looking  into  tliejfuture  has,  In  some  in- 
stances, taken  on  the  guise  of  religion, 
but  its  object  remains  the  same,  namely, 
to  prey  upon  the '  gullible  and  weak- 
minded  section  of  the  people  and  find 
an  easy  and  profitable  means  of  loosen- 


ing the  purse  strings  by  appealing  to 
the  fears  end  hopes  uf  individuals.  In 
Canada,  'fortune-telling."  to  give  It  a 
generic  title.  Is  on  the  Increase.  Its  vic- 
tims attract  other  victims  to  its  snore, 
and  so  the  circle  widens  and  old  culta 
and  old  faiths,  disguised  with  new  and 
more  attractive  -  names,  are'  getting 
their  grip  on  the  people,  especially 
those  whose  nerves  are  on  the  wrack 
through  the  absence  and  daily  danger  of 
dearly  loved  relatives.  The  war  has 
provided  au  opportunity  for  a  recrudes- 
cence of  fortune-telling  which  has  been 
stilted  upon  by  the  quack  practitioners 
whe  are  always  awaiting  their  chance  to 
prey  upon  their  fellows.  As  In  England, 
so  in  Canada,  the  practice  should  be 
checked. 

Mr.  Denman.  the  magistrate  of  the 
Marylebone  (London)  Police  Court,  tn 
passing  sentence  recently  on  an  alleged 
clairvoyant,  said: 

"It  Is  a  well-known  feet  that  since  the 
beginning  of  the  world  there  have  been 
many  fools  of  an  impressionable  nature 
Who  can  be  imposed  on  by  this  kind  of 
thing,  and  there  have  always  been  many 
people  prepared  to  try  to  profit  by  that 
foolishness  on  the  part  of  people,  who 
are    generally    women. 

"This  Is  the  kind  of  nonsense  these 
people  trade  on.  A  woman  pays  money 
to  the  sorceress  or  prophetess  or  what- 
ever you  like  to  cell  her,  who  then 
says,  'You  ha-ve  got  three  children.' 
Finding  this  wrong  she  ventures:  'Then 
you  have  got  two.'  Even  that  second 
guess  does  not  come  right,  and  the  vic- 
tim says:  "I  have  only  got  one  and  never 
had  more'  A  number  of  us  could  have 
done  Just  as  well  as  that  in  three 
guesses.  This  is  a  sample  of  the  cases 
that  are  happening  Just  now,  and  they 
are  not  going  to  be  allowed  to  go  on.* 
He  hoped  before  long  people  would  real- 
ize that  they  had  better  not  do  that 
sort  of  thing."

The  attitude  of  Canadians 
as  they  enter  the  New  Year  should 
be  one  of  optimism  steadied  by  econo- 
my, thrift  and  an  unflagging  deter- 
mination to  see  the  war  through  to  a 
successful  conclusion  in  company  with 
their   Allies. — Tpronto.  News.

Drug-taking  la  increasing  at  an 
alarming  rate  tn  Vancouver.  '•  The  Po- 
lice Chiefs  report  to  this  effect  does 
not  appear  t»  have  attraoted  the  at- 
tention Its  importance  deserves.  .  .  . 
Side  by  side  with  the  Imposition  of 
penalties  the  Chief  of  Police  proposes 
remedial  methods.  He  suggeets  that  a 
home  for  "drug  fiends"  should  be  es- 
tablished at  public  expense  and  that 
those  Who  have  fallen  under  the  terri- 
ble evils  of  the  practice  should  be  giv- 
en a  chance  to  recover  their  manhood 
and  womanhood.  The  need  for  such  a 
home  Is  unquestioned.  Last  year  the 
police  carried  out  no  fewer  than  1«» 
raids  on  places  suspected  of  being  en- 
gaged in  drug-selling,  and  arrested  45» 
persons.  Many  of  these.  It  appears, 
were  set  free  on  giving  an  undertaking 
to  leave  the  city.  «uch  a  method  of 
dealing  with  the  unhappy  victims  ot 
self-indulgence  is  radically  wrong.  It 
Is  turning  loose  on  society  individuals 
that  sooner  or  later  will  do  themselves 
or  It  a  mischief.  No  sane  person 
would  set  free  a  person  afflicted  with 
a  deadly  contagious  disease;  yet,  ac- 
cording to  the  practice  In  Vancouver 
this  Is  what  la  frequently  done  with 
"drug  fiends."  Establishment  of  an 
asylum  or  home,  where  medical  treat- 
ment could  bo  given  free,  is  undoubt- 
edly the  better  plan.  It  Is  to  be  hoped 
a  movement  will  be  set  on  root  to  this 
end.— Vancouver   World.

Prince  Rupert,  where  aleet  and  rain  fall 
during-  a  portion  of  the  day.  Heavy 
•now  has  been  precipitated  in  the  Carl- 
boo  region,  from  which  aectlon  Barker- 
ville  reports  a  fall  of  nine  inches  during 
the  88  hour8  previous  to  5  p.m.  yester- 
day. Much  sleet  was  reported  from  the 
L-ower  Mainland  during  Krlday.  and  an 
added  1  Vw  inches  fell  yesterday.  Tho 
maximum  temperature  there  during  Fri- 
day was  but  34  degrees,  and  the  general 
conditions  seem  to  indicate  very  cold 
temperatures  in  the  upper  air. 

Jt  is  anticipated  that  sleet  may  be  In 
evidence  in  this  locality  today,  especial- 
ly if  the  wind,  which  was  southwesterly 
and  westerly  laat  night,  should  veer  to 
northwesterly  during  the  day  in  re- 
sponse to  the  light  area  of  low  barom- 
eter which  was  crossing  the  Province 
yesterday.

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TO  MAI  ENDS  MEET 


Financial  Problem  Is  Engaging 
Attention— "Poll  Tax"  May 
Be  Again  Levied — Increased 
Fees  Are  Probable. 


If  the  preseat  Provincial  Government 
Is  to  "make,  ends  meet"  in  Its  financial 
operations  for  the  coming-  year  there 
will  undoubtedly  nave  to  be  some  in- 
creases in  taxation,  some  new  Imposts 
Imposed,  in  addition  to  sweeping  cur- 
tailment In  outlays  bitberto  made-  In 
various  directions. 

With  the  near  approach  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  legislative  session  the  finan- 
cial question  is  easily  the  most  im- 
portant one  before  the  Government  and 
while  the  pre-election  pledges  made  by 
the  Government's  supporters  promised 
a  policy  of  living  within  one's  income, 
it  is  a  certainty  that  that  happy  con- 
dition will  not  be  reached  this  year. 

Every  possible  means  of  raisins 
revenue  la  being  canvassed  by  Hon. 
Ralph  Smith.  Minister  of  Finance,  and 
while  nothing  has  as  yet  been  given 
out  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  tbat 
there  will  be  general  Increases  in  fees 
now  being  collected  on  the  score  or 
more  of  institutions,  industries  and  na- 
tural resources  which  have  hitherto 
proved  the  chief  means  of  producing 
revenue.  The  personal  property  tax  rate 
will  be  increased,  at  least  in  respect  of 
the  larger  Incomes,  the  recipients  of 
which  will  pay  a  greater  percentage  in 
proportion  to  income  received  than  for- 
merly. The  "poll  tax,"  an  impost  for- 
merly in  operation  but  done  away  with 
three  or  four  years  ago,  will,  it  is 
state,  be  re-Introduced.  Then  It  was  $3 
per  head  of  the  male  population,  in- 
cluding citizens,  orientals,  and  in  fact 
every  male  within  the  limits  of  the 
province.  Whether  that  amount  will  be 
fixed  or  a  larger  one  is  a  Question  yet 
to  be  decided. 

There  are  other  opportunities  for  tax- 
ation which  have  not  hitherto  figured  as 
revenue  producers.  Theatre  tickets  of- 
fer some  scope,  but  it  will  be  upon  ex- 
isting revenue  producers  that  the  main 
burden  will  fall. 

Oat    Down    Xoed    Work 

On  the  point  of  reductions  in  expen- 
ditures the  public  works  department 
will  undoubtedly  bear  the  greatest 
pruning.  For  the  current  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31  next  there  was  placed 
In  the  estimates  a  total  of  13,025,000, 
of  which  $2,255,000  was  for  roads, 
streets,  bridges  and  wbarves.  Recently 
the  road  superintendents,  etc.,  were  dis- 
missed and  it  is  predicted  the  next 
year's  work  will  be  cut  to  the  limit 
practically  only  necessary  maintenance 
work  being  unertaken. 

The  estimates  of  revenue  for  the  fis- 
cal year  were  put  at  $5,944,000  and 
Just  how  much  has  been  received  will 
not  be  known  for  some  time.  The 
estimated  outlays  were  fixed  at  ap- 
proximately 111,000,000.  Provision  waa 
made  under  the  Loan  Act  passed  at  the 
last  session  to  raise  a  $4,000,000  loan 
for  Government  purposes,  of  which  1,- 
000,000  has  already  been  floated.  Rathe*; 
than  float  further  bonds  at  this  time 
the  new  Government  since  taking  office 
has  been  working  on  loans  received 
from  the  bank  and  provision  has  been 
made  for  funds  to  carry  along  on  until 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Another 
itcm'of  outlay  which  will  be  pruned  is 
that  for  salaries,  for  which  $1,687,000 
was  placed  in  the  estimates  last  year. 
While  there  may  not  be  any  cut  in 
salaries  paid  there  will  undoubtedly  bo 
a  reduction  through  curtailment  In  per- 
sonnel, especially  In  the  outside  ser- 
vice. Each  department  will  find  Its  ap- 
propriations slashed  more  or  less,  but 
even  at  that  and  with  new  and  higher 
taxes  Imposed  the  difference  between 
revenue  and  outgo  will,  it  Is  predicted, 
be  found  to  be  considerable  and  to  re- 
quire a  loan  to  make  up  the  difference 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year  at  any  rate. 

Steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  place  the  renting  of  the  Pro- 
vince's London  building  In  the  hands 
of  an  English  agency  In  the  hope  that 
some  revenue  may  be  secured  which 
will  make  the  structure  more  self-sus- 
taining. 

Yesterday  representatives  of  the  own- 
ers of  the  Dolly  Varden  group  of  min- 
ing claims  waited  upon  the  Executive 
Council  and  asked  for  authority  to  per- 
mit the  construction  of  a  narrow  guage 
tramway  along  the  roadway  built  last 
year.  Then  it  was  the  intention  to  haul 
out  ore  by  motor  truck,  but  thia  has 
proved  impracticable.  The  Government, 
however,  has  been  petitioned  by  inhabi- 
tants and  miners  in  the  Immediate 
neighborhood  of  the  company's  holdings 
not  to  grant  the  request  unless  the 
company  will  undertake  the  duties  of 
common  carrier  and  haul  freight  as  well 
as  ore  This  the  company  agrees  to 
do  and  will  build  at  Us  own  cost  a  pack 
trail  from  the  head  of  Alice  Arm  for 
the  distance  the  tramway  extends  so 
as  to  accommodate  pedestrians  and 
pack-trains.  If  the  request  is  granted 
by  the  Government  it  will  be  In  the 
form  of  a  lease  for  a  term  of  years. 
The  company's  holdings  are  located  on 
Kltsault  River  at  the  head  of  Alice  Arm 
In  a  district  In  which  there  is  much 
development  work  under  way.

The  cry  of  the  distressed  In  Russia 
and  Poland  Is  more  pitiful  than  ever. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  orphans  are 
without  broad.  Little  ehildren  are  learn- 
ing from  bitter  experience  to  hoard  a 
crust  against  their  breasts  for  a  sapper 
they  would  otherwise  not  have. 

The  men  who  have  traveled  over  the 
war  sone  state  that  they  can  recite  a 
part  only  of  the  miseries  they  beheld. 
They  are  proud  of  this  fact— Jews  by 
the  million  are  starving,  but  are  firm  In 
their  devotion  to  Israel.  Comparatively 
few  women  have  sold  themselves  for 
bread — not  for  money,  but  for  broad. 

Thousands  who  are  orphaned  and  wid- 
owed through  war.  starvation  and  dis- 
ease are  fighting  with  backs  to  the  wall 
for  one  day  more  of  life  In  hope  of 
help.  They  trust  the  Jew»  of  the  New 
World,  and  all  who  can  help  ahoukl  do 
so.

ASSURES  "FILM  CUT" 


Campaign  for  Subscriptions 
Results  in  Collection  of 
$6,000  of  Necessary  $9,200 
—Complete  Canvass  Monday 


When  Mr.  J.  A.  Nelson  left  the  olty 
yesterday  afternoon  to  be  present  at  a 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Dominion 
Film  Corporation  to  be  held  in  Vancou- 
ver tonight,  be  carried  with  him  an  as- 
surance from  the  committee  of  business 
men  in  this  city  that  the  $9,200  required 
to  secure  the  site  here  for  the  producing 
studios  of  bis  company,  would  be  fully 
subscribed  by  the  time  of  his  return  to 
Victoria  on  Tueaday.  In  a  matter  of 
three  hours  yesterday  morning,  the  com- 
mittee Increased  the  subscription  list 
which  was  started  the  evening  of  the 
previous  day  to  an  amount  slightly 
more  thsn  $$,000.  The  committee  has  no 
hesitation  in  saving  that  the  remainder 
of  the  amount  required  will  be  forth- 
coming on  Monday.  At  the  close  of  the 
canvass  yesterday  noon  the  following; 
statement  was  made: 

"The  members  of  our  committee  have 
been  received  enthusiastically  in  our  ef- 
fort to  subscribe  this  fund.  This  Is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  we  have  already 
more  than  $6,000,  when  It  is  obvious 
tbat  large  numbers  of  those  who  will 
be  sympathetic  with  our  undertaking 
could  not  be  seen. 

"Mr.  Nelson,  before  leaving  for  Van- 
couver this  afternoon,  expressed  himself 
as  highly  pleased  with  the  fine  spirit 
the  committee  had  shown  in  the  under- 
taking, and  volunteered  a  statement 
which  will  do  much  to  sustain  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  committee  in  placing  its 
confidence  in  him.  Before  any  of  the

that  may  be  considered  pertinent  In  re- 
spect to  a  final  decision  in  regard  to  in- 
vesting the  money  in  the  proposed  site. 
Convinced    of   Success 

"He  is  convinced  that  his  company 
will  be  able  to  make  an  outstanding 
success  of  a  producing  Industry  In  this 
city.  Everything,  he  says.  Is  In  the 
company's  favor,  more  so  probably  than 
the  average  person  understands. 

"The  business  men's  campaign  will  be 
continued  on  Monday,  commencing  at  9 
o'clock,  and  at  10  o'clock  all  the  mem- 
bers are  requested  to  report  at  head- 
quarters in  the  rooms  of  the  Victoria 
and  Island  Development  Association  in 
order  to  consolidate  the  plans  for  the 
rest  of  the  day. 

"We  are  assured  that  there  will  be  no 
delay  In  respect  to  the  film  company's 
getting  to  work  on  the  site  Immediately, 
as  the  business  of  securing  It  has  been 
settled.

In  addition  to  the  obvious  advan- 
tages of  having  this  development  of  the 
film  city  proceeded  with  at  once,  is  the 
fact  of  Its  becoming  one  more  point  of 
interest  to  hold  the  tourists  in  this  city.

In  a  word,  from  the  moment  the 
soldier  enlists  he  becomes  the  peculiar 
care  of  those  homes  and  families  in 
whose  defense  he  is  willing  to  go  forth 
and  flght  In  the  cause  of  liberty  and 
righteousness.  To  many  a  one,  alas. 
the  hour  comes  when,  if  happily  he  Is 
not  called  upon  to  pay  the  laat  price, 
and  to  give  his  Ufa  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  those  homes  and  liberties,  he 
must  return  ahocked,  disabled,  or  In 
other  mortal  need. 

T)ie  care  of  the  returned  soldier, 
his  restoration  to  health  first,  snd, 
later,  to  a  fitting  place  In  civil  Ufa, 
becomes  the  special  charge  and  duty 
of  the  Military  Convalescent  Hospitals 
and  the  Khaki  Clubs,  and  the  people 
will,  when  the  matter  la  fully  under- 
stood, gladly  strengthen  the  hands  of 
the  authorities  and  supplement  the  ef- 
fort being  made  on  behalf  of  both 
institutions,  aad  In  their  own  com- 
munity.

lady   Devonport 

To  women  in  Oroat  Britain,  the  regu- 
lations put  forth  by  Lord  Devonport, 
the  food  controller,  will  bo  of  special 
Importance.  Both  in  England  and  France 
woman's  Journals  have  not  hesitated  to 
criticize  the  action  of  the  authorities 
when  they  undertook  to  conserve  tho 
food  supply  and  to  check  extravagance. 
This  has  been  done,  not  because  editors 
did  not  see  the  necessity  for  action,  but 
because  they  did  not  bellev  the  measures 
taken  would  secure  the  end  In  view.  Re- 
cent events  have  shown  that  ths  preven- 
tion of  waste  is  Imperative. 

Lord  Devonport,  tho  minister  to  whom 
this  very  important  duty  has  been  dele- 
gated. Is  tho  first  baron,  and  received 
tho  honor  in  1911.  He  has  been  chair- 
man of  the  port  authority  of  London, 
snd  was  between  1906  and  1909  parlia- 
mentary secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Trade.  Like  moat  public  men  In  Great 
Britain,  even  in  the  new  cabinet,  he  is 
over  middle  age,  being  in  his  sixty-first 
year. 

Lord  Devonport,  whose  name  is  Hud- 
son Embanks,  was  married  nearly  29 
veers  age  to  Sellna,  daughter  of  W. 
Chester  BltsWorth,  and  has  two  sons  and 
a  daughtsr.  Whether  or  not  Lady  Dev- 
onport will  be  consulted  by  her  husband 
may  wall  be  a  carefully  guarded  secret. 
It  is  certain  that  the  long  experience 
of  a  good  housekeeper  would  be  valuable 
to  the  department  of  government  whose 
duty  it  is  to  provide  necessities  for  all 
and.  so  far  as  It  may  be  done,  to  permit 
extravagance  to  none.  His  familiarity 
with  the  commerce  of  the  country 
should  At  Lord  Devonport  for  a  moat  in- 
vidious task.  Nothing  but  a  deep  sense 
of  the  needs  of  the  hour  and  true  pat- 
riotism, could,  one  would  think,  Induce 
anyone  to  undertake  a  task  which  must 
be  displeasing  to  many  people  of  an 
classes. 


Teachers*  SJalariae 

Hon.  Herbert  A.  L.  Fisher,  in  one  of 
a  series  of  three  article*  which  he  has 
contributed  to  Tho  New  York  Outlook, 
pays  n  very  high  tribute  to  the  loyalty 
and  self-eaorinec  of  ths  teachers.  Not 
only  were  great  numbers  of  the  men 
among  the  first  to  volunteer,  but  the 
school  masters  and  schoolmistresses  who 
have  remained  at  their  posts  have 
taken  their  fall  share,  and  often  more 
than  their  share,  of  patriotic  and  phil- 
anthropic labor. 

Yet  Mr.  Plaher  recognises  that  if  the 
ranks  of  the  teachers  of  the  future  are 
to  be  filled,  something  must  be  dona 
His  observations  are  worthy  the  atten- 
tion of  all  teachers,  as  wejt  aa  ot  those 
whose  duty  it  Is  to  provide  for  them. 

-Properly  speaking."  writes  Ifr. 
Fisher,  "the  teaching  profession  Is  an 
apostoiate.  In  India,  where  the  omce 
of  teacher  is  held  in  profound  and  gen- 
ulna  admiration.  It  la  customary  to  re- 
gard the  gurn  as  a  saint  dispensing  the 
supreme  Messing  of  knowledge  and 
wisdom  out  of  a  love  which  partakes  of 
the  divine.  To  view  the  teachers  as  a 
eeleeman  of  merchandise,  or  the  supply 
ot  teachers  aa  controlled  by  the  law  of 
economic  supply  aad  dee 
an  offense  to  the  Oriental  aad 
roundly  religious  view  off  the  greatest 
calling  la  the  world.  Mar  daea  any 
Kngllah  educational  reformer  desire  to 
materialise  the  teaching  professes*. 
We  anew  that  it  oaa  never  he  noMy 
paidt  We  know  thai  the  genuine 
teacher  pays  little  regard  to  wealth  or 
health. 

"The  mat  thing  that  la  desired  la  to 
held  out  a  pro ap set  af  learnt  lone  living 
to  a  •elite,  wMeh,  Ma*  the  navy,  de- 
mand* a  continuoue  spirit  of  ardor  em* 
self  sacrifice.  But  It  la  notwith- 
standing, rusoaahls  that  a  certain 
measure  off  comfort  and  security 
be  provided  eo  a  body  af 


servants  of  the  state,  that  they  may  be 
able  to  look  forward  without  apprehen- 
sion to  the  chances  of  sickness  and  the 
certainty  of  ofd  age,  that  they  should 
have  ths  wherewithal  to  stock  a  humble 
library,  and  to  rear  a  family  in  a  de- 
cent home,  so  that,  relieved  of  their 
present  grinding  anxieties,  they  may 
pressrve  in  the  Autumn  of  life  some- 
thing of  that  precious  freshness  and 
elasticity,  that  lightness  and  gaiety  of 
heart,  that  eager  and  versatile  appetite 
for 'the  Joys  and  wonders  of  experience, 
which,  more  than  any  accumulations  of 
knowledge,  furnish  the  equipment  of  the 
Inspiring  teacher." 

If  the  teachers  and  the  parents  of 
every  Province  in  Canada  had  some 
such  conception  of  tho  mission  of  the 
teacher  and  of  the  due  return  for  his 
labor,  the  work  would  not  so  often  be 
left  to  inexperienced  hands.  And  yet, 
who  that  carefully  studlea  this  Short 
paragraph  will  doubt  that  in  proportion 
as  the  ideal  set  forth  Is  reached  the 
children  of  the  nation  will  benefit? 


What  to  Bat 

It  is  dangerous  In  these  days  of  dif- 
fering dletlc  creeds  to  repeat  the  argu- 
ments on  one  aide  or  the  other.  And 
yet.  It  is  very  important  that  every 
woman  who  has  the  health  of  others  in 
her  keeping  should  know  what  authori- 
ties teach  on  the  relative  value  of  foods. 

In  the  supplement  of  The  Scientific 
American  for  December  2  Miss  Helen 
M.  Keith,  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
argues  that  it  is  not  wise  to  banish 
meat  from  our  tables.  This  professor 
does  not  aay  that  some  people  can  not 
live  and  thrive  on  vegetables  alone. 
Nor  does  she  argue  that  It  Is  not  pos- 
sible to  eat  more  meat  than  Is  good  for 
the  individual.  But  she  does  say  that 
the  human  body  can  be  sustained  on  a 
less  amount  of  meat  than  of  any  other 
food,  and  that  milk  comes  next  to  Jt 
in  value.  The  following  extract  is 
somewhat  technical,  but  It  Is  time  n^rV 
of  us  understood  the  terms  applied  to 
various  foods  and  their  relative  value. 

"The  physiologists  and  nutritional 
chemists  have  generally  put  it  about 
this  way:  Although  proteins,  carbo- 
hydrates, fats,  and  salts  are  found  In 
both  classes  of  food,  meat  is  par  excel- 
lence a  protein  food,  and  the  '  cereal 
grains  and  other  vegetable  products  ars 
carbohydrate  foods.  Fats  and  oils  are 
abundant  in  both  kingdoms;  but,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  those  who  have  been 
most  used  as  foods  are  of  animal  ori- 
gin. Proteins,  carbohydrates,  and  fats 
are  all  used  by  the  body  for  the  pro- 
duction of  heat  and  muscular  energy; 
proteins  also  -serve  a  specific  need  as 
building  material  in  replacing  the  wear 
and  tear  of  the  body.  Since  all  are 
present  in  vegetable  foods  as  well  as  in 
animal  foods,  it  is  possible  for  a  per- 
son to  subsist  on  foods  of  either  type 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  other;  but  a 
large  use  of  meat  means  a  large  amount 
of  protein,  and  the  question  of  the  lib- 
eral use  of  meat  involves  the  much  dis- 
cussed question  of  the  desirability  of  a 
hlgh-proteln  or  low-paoteln  diet.  As 
Is  mors  and  more  fully  realized  of  late 
years,  this  last  question  of  the  protein 
requirement  needs  to  'be  settled  more 
on  the  ground  of  quality 'than  of  quan- 
tity, and  until  muoh  more  Information 
is  gathered  with  regard  to  Just  what 
proteins  are  of  greatest  value  to  the 
animal  body  It  will  be  best  to  advocate 
a  rather  liberal  allowance  of  protein, 
selected  from  as  wide  a  field  as  may  be. 
It  is  generally  recognised  that  a  large 
excess  of  protein  la  undesirable,  t|id  a 
diet  made  up  entirely  of  meat  could  be 
endured  only  by  those  living  In  the 
arctic  regions  and  under  strenuous 
exercise.  On  the  other  hand,  a  vege- 
table diet  generally  has  so  low  a  pro- 
tein content  that  a  large  bulk  of  it 
must  be  eaten  in  order  to  secure  a  suf- 
ficient supply  of  protein." 

Miss  Kelthe  concludes  her  article  as 
follows: 

"The  general  conclusion  to  be  drawn 
from    the   scientific    evidence    Is,    there- 
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becomes  s  real  treat  when  it's 
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fore,  that,  the  meat  free  diet  Is  not  aa 
safe  as  the  diet  containing  meat. 
Whllo  In  many  respects  the  food  con- 
stituents from  animal  and  vegetable 
sources  are  altogether  equivalent  and 
replaceable,  and  while  it  la  undoubtedly 
poaslble  for  some  people  to  live  in  per- 
fect health  and  comfort  on  a  well  regu- 
lated diet  selected  from  vegetaole 
sources,  with  the  addition  of  milk  and 
eggs,  the  selection  of  a  suitable  var- 
iety from  these  limited  sources  requires 
special  care  In  the  choice  and  probably 
special  attention  to  the  manner  of  pre- 
paration. It  may  be  said  emphatically 
that  the  narrow  restriction  of  diet  to 
cereals  leads  to  serious  Injury." 

If  Miss  Keith  is  right  the  problem 
before  housekeepers  is  hew  to  make  the 
most  economical  choice  and  the  most 
sMlful  preparation  of  meat,  rather  than 
how  to  do  without  It. 


Chemists  have  found  thst  It  is  pos- 
sible to  combine  certain  elementa  so  as 
to  make  food  fit  for  human  consump- 
tion. Sometimes  the  substances  thus 
made  are  far  more  expensive  than  those 
in  common  use.  Sometimes  they  are 
harmful,  and  there  are  certain  llmita- 
tlona  beyond  which  no  one  yet  has  been 
able  to  go. 

Chambers  Journal  of  a  recent  date 
has  a  very  interesting  article  on  the 
subject  of  foods  made  by  chemists,  and 
the  well-known  reliability  of  that  Jour- 
nal makes  the  article  a  safe  guide  to 
those  who,  like  most  of  us,  know  little 
about  the  subject.  * 

In  the  first  place  two  great  classes 
of  food  have  so  far  defied  the  chemists' 
powers  of  combination.  These  are 
meat  and  starch.  The  elements  of 
which  they  are  composed  are  known, 
but  they  cannot  be  put  together  so  as  to 
make  either  substance.  As  starch  and 
meat  albumen  enter  into  the  composi- 
tion of  much  of  the  food  usually  eaten, 
this  limitation  is  Important. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  margarine,  the 
writer  contends,  the/ chemists  have  dis- 
covered a  perfectly  safe  substitute  for 
butter.  It  Is  made  from  animal  and, 
sometimes,  from  vegetable  fats,  and 
can  be  made  much  more  cheaply  than 
dairy  butter.  This 'Is  recognised  in 
most  countries,  and  It  Is  allowed  to  he 
placed  on  the  market  without  other 
restriction  than  the  guarantee  of  ita 
proper  manufacture.  A  milk  has  bsen 
made  from  the  soya  been  which  con- 
tains the  properties  of  that  of  the  cow 
and  can  be  sold  at  half  price.  It  dif- 
fers in  flavor,  but  this  objection  over- 
come, It  may  be  safely  ussd.  It  is 
otherwise  with  an  emulsion  made  from 
sanatogen,  which  la  not  milk. 

Glucose  Is  a  substance  In  very  com- 
mon use  about  which  the  writer  gives 
warning.  It  enters  largely  Into  the 
composition  of  candles  and  syrups.  Jams 
and  other  confections.  It  Is  made  by 
treating  boiling  starch  with  a  weak 
solution  of  sulphuric  acid,  neutralized 
by  lime.  Such  care  Is  now  being  taken 
in  its  manufacture  that  there  is  little 
danger  of  results  more  serious  than 
easy  fermentation  and  the  overloading 
of  the  system  by  partaking  "too  freely 
of  substances  In  which  glucose  Is  used. 

This  is  not  true,  however,  of  sac- 
charin, used  as  a  substitute  for  sugar. 
This  substance  has  550  times  the  sweet- 
ness of  cane  sugar,  and  It  rinn  made  the 
fortune  of  the  John  Hopkins  professor 
who  dlscoverefi  tt.  It  has  no  food 
value  and  retards  the  digestive  trans- 
formation of  foods,  while  it  may  Injure 
the  kidneys.  Its  use  as  a  food,  the 
writer  says,  is  prohibited  in  America 
and  everywhere  except  in  Ungland.  It 
is  one  of  the  many  derivatives  of  coal 
tar,  though  its  manufacture  is  a  secret 

Fruit  essences  and  wines  are  among 
the  chemically  made  substances  in  com- 
mon use,  but  neither  of  these  concern 
the  ordinary  housekeeper  greatly,  and 
the  writer  does  not  dwell  long  on  their 
composition. 

Chambers  Journal  is  one  of  the  many 
excellent  magazines  In  the  reading  room 
of  the  public  library,  and  the  afti«le  Is 
well  worth  taking  time  to  read  care- 
fully. ^

read  an  .article  in  the  January  Century 
by  Mary  Alden  Hopkins,  on  the  eight 
hour  day. 

The  writer  does  not  say  a  word  about 
schools  and  school  children,  but  she 
does  prove  that  work  can  be  far  faster 
and  better  done  when  the  brain  Is  alert 
and  the  nerves  healthy  than  after  the 
poison  of  latlgue  has  rendereii  exertion 
painful  or  Impossible.  If  this  is  true 
in  the  case  of  the  digger  of  ditches.  It 
is  far  more  true  of  boya  and  girla  whose 
minds  and  bodies  are  Immature.  An 
hour's  work  well  done  Is  far  better 
than  three  hours  of  so-called  study 
often  after  the  child'e  energies  have 
been  exhausted  in  play  or  excitement. 
"Work  first  and  with  all  your  might" 
Is  a  good  motto. 


Overcrowding 

Fresh  air  and  pure  sunlight  are 
necessary  for  children  during  their 
waking  hours.  No  schoolroom  should 
be  so  filled  as  to  force  the  children  to 
breathe  bad  air,  or  so  situated  that 
pupils  roust  work  In  semi-darkness. 

But  no  boy  or  girl  la  injured  because 
the  home  Is  a  mile  or  even  two  miles 
from  the  school.  It  is  far  better  that 
on  a  very  bad  day  the  pupil  should  bo 
obliged  to  stay  at  home  than  that  he 
should  elt  on  fine  days  In  aa  over- 
crowded room.  The  number  of  hours 
missed  by  the  child  In  the  country  who 
loves  school  are  very  few,  even  In  In- 
clement weather. 

In  Great  Britain  during  the  last  year 
and  a  half  It  has  been  found  possible 
to  do  good  work  In  schools  In  ths  open 
air.  and  In  others  that  under  ordinary 
circumstances  Would  be  considered  tery 
unsuitable.  School  boundaries  in  any 
city  should  be  adapted  to  ths  accom- 
modation  when   necessary.

The 
action  was  quite  spontaneous,  and  the 
response    generous. 


Captain  Hose,  when  celled  \  upon  to 
explain  the  alms  and  objects  of  the 
Sea  Scouts,  did  so  as   follow* : 

"This  is  not  a  reeruUIng  mooting,

and  elsewhere,  for  the  sacred  cause 
our  Kmyire  Is  upholding — make  us,  la 
the  Nary,  lift  our  bats  to  them,  and 
we  envy  them  only  their  opportunity 
tor  putting  Into  action  the  personal 
blows  at  our  enemy  which  we  have 
all  ready  to  deliver  when  our  chance 
comes. 

"Although  we  feel.  With  deep  grati- 
tude, that  the  Navy  still  possesses  the 
complete  confidence  of.  the  Empire, 
still  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  that 
confidence  is  often  born  more  of  tra- 
dition than  of  actual  knowledge  of 
what  the  Navy  la  doing,  and  yet  haa 
to  do.  ^. 

"In  Canada  today,  It  Is  infinitely 
easier  to  get  recruits  for  the  Army 
than  a  proportionate  number  of  re- 
cruits for  the  Navy,  which  Is  easy  to 
understand  when  one  reads  ovary  day 
of  enemy  trenches  being  taken,  of 
enemy  raids  repulsed;  tn  fact  of  dally 
activity,  whereas  for  long  periods  one 
sees  or  hears  of  nothing  achieved  on 
the  naval  side.  But  I  should  not  say 
one  sees  nothing  achieved,  for  those 
who  nave  eyes  to  see,  the  safe  ar- 
rival of  every  transport,  mall  steamer, 
or  cargo  carrier,  la  something  achieved 
by  the  Navy. 

"Take  your  mind*  for  a  moment  to 
the  power  plant  of  a  big  electrical 
concern,  say  at  Jordan  River.  See 
there  the  busy  work,  .he  hum  of  ma- 
chinery, the  multitudinous  activities 
employed  la  collecting  the  potentialities 
Of  nature  and  converting  them  into  a 
form  which  Is  transmitted  over  many 
miles  to  feed  the  thousand  and  one 
operations  In  the  big  etty  beyond,  op- 
erations which  coma  prominently  be- 
fore the  public.  But  between  the 
Power  station  and  the  busy  city  era 
the  wires,  silently  but  incessantly  car-' 
rylng  the  stream  of  energy  from  Its 
source,  to  Its  point  of  -  application. 
These  thin  wires  are  protected  by 
strong  Insulation  from  damage  from 
without;  if  this  insulation  is  pierced, 
we  well  know  how  all  the  great  ac- 
tivities In  the  city  would  be  disorgan- 
ised. 

Work  of  the  sTevy 
"The  various  portions  of  the  Em- 
pire, Canada,  Australia,  England,  etc.. 
are  the  power  tiouse  in  which  are  col- 
lected the  men,  the  food*,  the  muni- 
tions, the  raw  materials,"  etc.,  required 
to  supply  energy  to  the  armies  In  the 
field,  which  correspond  to  ths  activi- 
ties In  the  great  city;  the  thin  wire 
along  which  this  energy  is  carried  to 
Ita  points  of  application  Is  the  sea 
with  Its  trade  routes;  the  protecting 
Insulation  la  the  Navy,  and  should  that 
protection  be  lacking,  how  do  you 
think  our  troops  at  the  front  would 
fare;  how  would  trade,  which  is  .the 
life  blood  of  nations,  flow?  With  mar- 
kets cut  off,  could  the  factories,  the 
farms,  the  lumber  camps,  the  fisher- 
ies continue  to  employ  labor  when  the 
output  la  locked  in  the  land  which  pro- 
duced ItT 

"Those  men  on  board  the  battleships 
of  the  Grand  Fleet,  who  have  had 
hardly  more  than  tantalising  glimpses' 
of  their  main  objective;  their  fellows 
in  the  cruiser  squadrons  Incessantly 
Patrolling  the  North  Sea,  watching  for 
any  attempted  raid  of  the  enemy  fleet; 
the  crews  of  the  minesweepers  liable 
any  moment  to  find  thmselvea  blown 
skyhlgh;  the  submarine  men  diving 
under  mine  flelda  to  attack  the  Turks 
or  to  aaslst  our  Allies  in  the  Baltic; 
the  men  In  the  cruisers  steaming  con- 
tinuously over  the  ocean  trade  routes; 
aye,  and'  the  men  of  British  Columbia, 
hundreds  of  tham  in  their  little  patrol 
vessels  on  the  etormy  Atlantic,  are 
protecting  the  soldier-laden  transports 
from  the  St  Lawrence  and  Halifax, 
from  possible  submarine  attack.  How 
few  of  them  have  earned  a  coveted 
clasp  for  their  war  medal,  but  with- 
out their  preaence  at  their  particular 
posts,  how  could  wa  have  sent  our 
soldiers  first,  and  having  sent  them, 
how  could  we  maintain!  them? 

"So  much  for  the  general  work  of 
the  Navy.  There  Is  enough  in  it  to 
show  that  without  it  we  could  not 
exist — enough  to  show  that  what  it  re- 
quires In  men  to  carry  out  that  work 
must  not  bo  denied;  that  Its  glory  Ilea 
as  much  In  making  possible,  by  its 
Incessant  work,  the  holding  in  check 
of  \he  German  hordes  in  the  days  of 
their  offensive,  and  the  driving  of 
them  back  to  their  own  land  when  the 
stream  of  men  and  munitions  they 
have  protected  aoross  the  waters  of 
the  globe,  has  given  us  the  necessary 
force.  Their  glory  llee  aa  much,  I 
aay.  In  this  silent  work,  sg  in  the  sink- 
ing of  von  Spec's  squadron  or  tha 
scattering  of  the  High  Sea  Fleet  off 
Jutland. 

"But  to  the  boy,  naturally,  there  la 
the  appeal  of  the  individual  glory, 
suoh  a  large  share  of  which  has  fal- 
len to  the  soldier  so  far  In  this 
present  war.  Yet  when  the  fun  tale 
la  told  of  those  minor  Incidents  of  the 
naval  operations,  there  will  be  enough 
without  drawing  oa  fiction  to  fill  many 
a  book  with  tales  of  daring  and  brav-, 
ery  aa  thrilling  as  any  from  tha  Im- 
aginative brain  of  Kingston  or  Marry- 
att.  And  In  this  tale  of  thrilling  epi- 
sodes there  will  figure  largely  the 
amateur  eatloY,  if  1  may  call  him  so, 
the  man  who  knew  how  to  handle  a 
boat  hut  had  never  been  In  tha  Navy 
till  the  war  broke  out  I  long  for  tha 
day  when  the  etory  may  be  told  of 
what  these  amateur  sailors  have  dona 
Then,  indeed,  the  boys  on  tha  water- 
front will  do  their  deeda  again  and 
again  In  their  half-holiday  gamaa  in 
the  boats  around  the  harbor. 


may  prove  the  salvation  again 
of  our  sacred  principles.  For  we  must 
not  yet  think  that  thle  war  will  end 
all  wars,  nor  must  we  allow  ourselves 
to  fall  Into*  the  suicidal  policy  of  im- 
agining that  we  shall  never  again 
have  to  fight  for  the  principles  we 
hold.  We  must  always  be  prepared  to 
derend   them. 

'"80,  ladles  and  gentlemen.  I  appeal 
to  you  to  help  the  continuance  of  that 
form  of  defence,  upon  which  wa  as  a 
sea-girt  Empire,  must  always  place  so 
vital    a    dependence." 

This  speech  waa  received  with  much 
applause. 


■Tou  ail  know  what  the  Boy  Scout 
movement  has  dona  for  tha  Empire 
That  movement,  1  am  convinced,  Is 
what  enabled  us  to  put  into  the  field 
the  largest  volunteer  army  aver  raised, 
a  voluntary  army  whleh  I  am  sura 
could  net  have  been  raised  in  any  other 
country  In  tha  world.

Just  as  the  Army  and 
the  Navy  each  need  the  other  to  make 
a  complete  defence,  so  In  my  opinion 
with  tha  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Sea 
Scouts,  one  does  not  detract  from  the 
other.  The  Initial  training  of  each  In 
discipline.  In  concerted  action,  la  self- 
sacrifice,  and  esprit  de  corps,  la  Iden- 
tical. 

"The  Baa.  scouts,  then,  specialise  In 
nautical  aooamptfshmonU.  Boys,  I 
picture  to  myself  in  the  next  year  or 
two,  if  this  movement  la  a  success  and 
roestvea,  aa  I  ass  sura  It  win.  the 
nearly  support  and.  co-operation  of 
tha  seafaring  men.  professional  and 
amateur,  of  ear  Coast.

Lieut  McDonagh  then  outlined  the 
Plan  ha  Intends  to  follow  la  his  organ- 
lzation  and  Instruction  of  the  boys, 
and  put  It  to  the  meeting  whether  a 
Sea  Scout  Patrol  should  be  formed.  If 
all  ware  1q  favor  Lieut  McDonagh 
said  he  would  willingly,  with  the  per- 
mission of  Admiral  Story,  devote  hla 
time  and  energiea  to  Instructing  the 
boys,  having  already  drilled  them  dur- 
ing a  period  of  five  or  six  weeks. 

The  Sea  Scout  Patrol  was  unanU 
mously  agreed  upon.  The  speaker 
then  lucidly  explained  the  rules  of  the 
Sea  Scouts,  very  similar  to  thoss  of 
the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Scout  oath  being 
identical.  But  the  Sea  Scout  haa  the 
advantage  of  the  qua  tic  training  sa 
well,  and  will  be  taught  the  meaning 
of  the  motto  of  the  Royal  Navy 
"Deeda,  Not  Words."  Also  the  Sea 
Scout  organisation  Is  undenomination- 
al, and  be  hoped  that  St.  Louis  Col- 
lege wUi  not  bo  the  only  Patrol,  but 
that  it  will  simply  have  the  honor  of 
being  the  first 

Lieut  McDonagh.  who  has  had  wide 
experience  In  drilling  boys,  expressed 
himself  aa  well  pleased  with  the  pro- 
gress made  by  his  new  chargea.  Ha 
has  established  a  sports  fund,  td  which 
•ach  lad  contributes  ten  cents  a 
month,  the  sum  which  will  be  used  for 
Providing  attractions  for  the  annual 
field  day,  and  for  prises  In  the  various 
events.

ment committee,  Mra.  Charles  Wilson. 
Mra.  W.  T.  Barrett  and  Miss  Fraser, 
are  preparing  an  entertainment  which 
will  he  announced   in  the  near  future. 

Lieut.  McDonagh  Inspired  confidence 
lp  the  success  of  the  Sea  ScAut  move- 
ment, and  his  remarks  were  enthusi- 
astically received. 

Rev.  Brother  Ryan  spoke  affection- 
ately of  his  boys,  who  now  number 
117.  and  for  whom  he  haa  great  hopea 
in.  their  studies  and  In  their  drllL 

Rev.  Father  Silver,  in  moving  a  vote 
thanks  to  Admiral  Story,  Captain 
Hose  and  Lieut  McDonagh  for  their 
interest  in  the  boys  and  for  their  able 
addresses,  said  that  he  felt  sure  the 
Sea  Scout  movement  would  have  the 
hearty  support  not  only  of  those  pres- 
ent,  but  of  all  right  thinking  citizens. 

Father  8ilver  regretted  the  absence 
of  Monseignor  Leterme,  who  ha,d  left 
the  city  on  business,  and  whom  he 
took  pleasure  In  representing.

DECLARES  THAT  WAR 

MUST  BE  WON  IN  WEST 


Mr.  Lovat  Fraser  Explains  How  Military  Over- 
throw of  Germany  May  Be  Accomplished-^- 
Guarding  Egypt  and  the  Suez  Canal  Sufficient 
for  Strategy  in  the  East. 


(Br  Lovat  Vraaar) 

Now  that  w*  are  anterlns  on  another 
year  it  1* ■  aaeaaaary  to  declare  with 
areata  r  frank  MM  than  heretofore  the 
familiar,  proportion  that  thla  war 
must  be  won  In  the  weat. 

If  the  Alltea  do  not  win  the  war  In 
the  weat  thoy  will  not  win  It  any- 
where. The  Dally  Mall  haa  unceaalns- 
ly  expounded  tbo  weetern  view,  which 
haa  become  more  than  ever  the  aaaanca 
of   the  altuatlon. 

In  thla  country  we  do  not  think 
enough  about  the  one  paramount  ob- 
ject of  winning  the  war.  We  are  con- 
stantly dlatracted  by  other  issues, 
which  aeero  to  aria*  with  unfailing- 
regularity  once  a  week  and  cloud  the 
national  mind  and  purpoae.  The  re- 
cant chance  of  Government  waa  a  dis- 
traction, although  a  neceeeary  one. 
Than  oama  tha  detraction  of  tha  Oar- 
man  peace  trap.  La«t  weak  wa  saw 
President  Wilson  effectually  shattering 
hla  own  dream  of  living  in  history  aa 
the  Great  Pacificator.  Even  Christmas 
ia  almost  aa  unwarrantable  distraction, 
for  the  one  thing  we  ought  to  be  ask- 
ing ourselves  la:  "How  are  we  going 
to   win   the  war   tbla  year? 

Tha  words  "tbla  year"  are  uaed  ad- 
vleedly,  for  just  aa  we  have  been 
wasteful  of  money  and  man,  mo  we 
have  hitherto  moat  shamefully  squan- 
dered time.  Mr.  Bonar  Law  haa  been 
much  criticised  for  blurting  out  pub- 
licly the  remark  that  the  war  could 
not  go  on  Inlennltely  upon  lta  present 
terrific  scale  I  agree  with  the  com- 
mentator who  observed  tbat  "it  must 
go  on  long  enough  for  us  to  win,"  but 
Mr.  Bonar  Law  wag  right.  The  war 
cannot  go  on  indefinitely,  because  if  it 
did  the  whole  weald  would  starve. 
Bessataae  Heavy  With  X>eetlay 

In  other  words,  we  have  not  got  all 
eternity  In  which  to  win  the  war,  and 
decisions  made  Juat  now  are  heavy 
with  destiny.  The  great  defect  of  the 
military  policy  of  the  Allies  la  that 
It  haa  been  often  agitated  by  divided 
alma  and  weakened  by  secret  differ- 
ences. Tha  Quarrel  la  aald  to  be  be- 
between  the  "Westerners"  and  the 
"Eeeterners,"  Juat  aa  it  ia  in  Germany, 
but  the  expressions  need  clearer  defi- 
nition in  the  caae  of  the  Allies.  There 
are  now  four  main  fronts.     They  are: 

(1)  The  weetern  front,  consisting  of 
France  and   Plunders. 

(I)  The  aouthern  front,  confined  to 
Italy. 

(J)  The  eaatarn  front,  which,  muat 
now  be  held  to  include  both  Ruaala 
and  Ronmanla.        • 

(4)  The  Balgan  front,  by  which  la 
meant  alt  the  regions  south  of  the 
Lower  Danube. 

Our  quarrels  are  not  between  "Weat- 
ernera"  and  "Baaternera"  but  between 
Western  men  and  Balkan  men.  Their 
points  of  difference  are  at  tlmaa  al- 
most paralyzing,  and  the  utmoat  ef- 
forts  should  now  toe  made   to  compose 


e  •  •  •  •  • 

The  existing  problem  in  the  Balkaaa 
can  be  reduced  to  the  very  simplest 
terms.  Germany,  It  la  argued,  plunged 
half  tha  world  into  war  because  aha 
wanted  to  carve  out  a  road  to  the  Baat. 
She  had  to  attack  France  and  Ruaala 
nrat  In  order  to  overcome  their  Inev- 
itable opposition  and  to  leave  them 
permanently  weakened;  but  her  true 
objective  waa  through  the  Balkans  into 
Aala,  "from  Hamburg  to  tha  Persian 
Ouif."     The  inference  ia   obvious,   and 

I  have  repeatedly  expressed  It.  Cut 
permanently  somewhere  in  the  Bal- 
kans the  German  road  to  the  Baat,  and 
the  war  will  be  ahortened  because  the 
Oermana  will  have  failed  la  their  main 
purpoae. 

Aa  an  abstract  proposition,  or  a 
counsel  of  perfection,  thla  contention 
is  unanswerable:  but  la  It  a  practical 
line  of  polloy  today?  Have  we  time 
and  opportunity  left  for  the  tremen- 
dous military  operationa  involved  In 
cutting  the  German  road  through  the 
Balkana? 

The  Yttal 


Diacuaalona  of  thla  vital  laaua  are 
almoat  invariably  confused  because 
they  mix  up  purely  political  with  pure- 
ly military  qucatlona.  When  we  read 
•ucb  an  admiratole  book  aa  M.  Andre 
Cheradame'a  "Pan-German  Plot  Un- 
masked,"   we   are   all    convinced   about 


— 


Germany's  political1  objects;  but  the 
chief  thing  we  ought  to  think  about  ia 
how  to  effect  the  military  overthrow 
of  Germany  with  the  means  and  in  the 
time  remaining  at  our  disposal.  I  am 
sure  I  could  write  a  -moat  attractive 
book  demonstrating  that  the  beat  way 
to  overthrow  Germany  would  be  be  to 
march  to  Berlin;  but  Berlin  la  a  long 
way  off,  and  a*  in  effect  ia  the  Balkan 
railway.  We  muat  courageously  exam- 
ine thla  question  In  the  light  of  pres- 
ent-day facta,  and  never  mind  what 
any  of  ua  aald  three,  six  or  twelve 
montha  ago.  We  are  now  crowding 
whole  decades  Into  a  year.  The  world 
la  being  transformed  ao  rapidly  that 
centurlee  seem  to  rush  past  ua  while 
we  stand  and  gaze. 

Tha  great  mistake  of  the  "Balkan 
men."  moat  of  whom  are  politicians 
rather  than  soldiers,  la  that  they  have 
never  faced,  and  in  many  cases  have 
never  understood,  the  military  require- 
ments of  a  Balkan  campaign.  They 
have  dribbled  out  divisions  when  they 
ahould  hava  aent  whole  armies.  They 
tried  to  force  the  Dardanelles  with  old 
warships,  and  thought  at  first  to 
atorm  the  heights  of  OalllpoH  with 
40,000  men.  They  aent  a  belated  cor- 
poral's guard  to  Salon  lea  whan  8erbia 
waa  in  her  death-agony.  They  brought 
in  Roumanla  at  the  wrong  time.  They 
actually  fancied  that  they  could  over- 
awe Athena  with  a  handful  of  ma- 
rines. They  have  never  perceived  what 
It  meant  to  wage  war  In  the  Balkana 
againat  an  enemy  backed  by  an  Incom- 
parable railway  ayatem,  shielded  by 
mountain  ranges,  and  operating  on  In- 
terior llnea. 

There  la  ouly  one  way  for  ua  to 
operate  on  the  Balkan  front,  and  there 
haa  alwaya  been  only  one  way.  The 
Allies  muat  provide  1,000,000  men  for 
the  Balkana,  and  muat  make  provision 
for  keeping  the  force  up  to  that 
strength.  If  they  are  able  to  maintain 
1,000,000  men  in  the  Balkana  for  at 
leaat  a' year,  tbey  might  then  cut  the 
German  road  to  the  Baat.  If  they  are 
not  ao  prepared,  than  it  ia  futile  to 
talk  about  seeking  a  decision  in  the 
Near  Baat.  They  muat  aend  all  their 
supplies  and  munitions  by  sea.  They 
would  require  an  unthinkable  number 
of  transports.  Their  forces  would 
have  to  advance  through  roadless  and 
mountainous  countrlea.  Finally,  when 
they  severed  the  Balkan  railway  at 
Bona  or  Adrianople  or  Belgrade,  they 
would  probably  discover  that,  aa  the 
result  of  such  a  vast  and  weakening 
undertaking,  they  would  have  loat  Ant- 
warp   forever. 

Politically,  I  belong  to  the  Eastern 
school.  For  twenty  years  I  have 
played  a  modeat  part  in  calling  atten- 
tion to  German  dealgna  on  Aala  Minor 
and  tha  Pervitin  Gulf.  All  my  Instincts 
favor  a  blow  In  the  Baat  If  possible; 
but  we  must  dismlaa  our  political  pre- 
dilections and  look  solely  at  the  mili- 
tary situation.  The  mistakes  of  the 
paet  cannot  now  toe  undone.  The  fac- 
tor of  time  precludes  the  Allies  from 
developing  distant  campaigna  on  a 
grand loae  acale.  The  factor  of  aea 
transport  la  an  additional  obstacle. 
The  Ruaslan  main  front  ought  to  be 
of  immense  importance  during  this 
year,  but  the  fata  of  the  world  must 
be  staked  upon  the  Western  front,  and 
nowhere  else.  To  that  end  all  our  en- 
ergies must  be  devoted. 

I  do  not  In  the  least  mean  that  we 
should  withdraw  from  Salonlea  or 
Macedonia.  My  point  is  that  the  war 
cannot  now  be  won  in  the  Balkans. 

Are  we,  then*  it  will  be  asked,  to 
disregard  Germany's  present  posses- 
sion of  her  coveted  route  to  the  Baat? 
Not  at  all.  A  complete  German  defeat 
In  the  weat  ought  to  settle  that  and 
many  other  problems;  but  there  la  an- 
other formula  which  I  expounded  In 
The  Dally  Mall  more  than  a  year  ago. 
It  la  thia:  Guard  Egypt  and  the  Sues 
Canal.  So  long  aa  we  hold  Egypt  and 
the  Canal  firmly  we  menace  the  pan- 
German  plot.  The  key  to  the  Baat  ia 
atiil  Cairo,  and  the  Canal  la  the  key- 
hole.— London  Datly  Mall.

Y.W.ClWOuKE — 
-UNIVERSAL  IN  SCOPE 


Resume  of  Splendid  Achieve- 
ments of  Organization  Since 
1894 — Branches  Are  Now 
in  All  Countries. 


Previous  to  tba  yaar  1894  tha  T.W. 
C.  A.  work  had  bean  developed  In 
aevaral  countrlea,  but  In  that  yaar  tha 
world's  committee  waa  organised  with 
a  three-fold  object — to  auataln  unity-  of 
purpoae,  the  strong  aaaiatlng  tha  weak 
and  the  complete  knowledge  of  tha 
needs  of  each  and  every  country.  The 
association  haa  now  gone  lato  every 
country  in  tha  world,  and  it  la  -not  to 
tha  credit  of  the  mora  civilised 
countrlea,  that  until  tha  outbreak  of 
thla  war,  foreign  governments  had 
ahown  greater  confidence  in  the  work  of 
the  association  than  had  the  home 
governments  To  Canada  belongs  tha 
credit  of  aendlng  to  Japan  tha  Drat 
aecretary  of  Y.W.C.A.  work  and  also 
lta  first  national  secretary.  Miss  A. 
Caroline  MacDonald,  a  graduate  of  the 
tmiverslty  of  Toronto,  waa  tha  Can- 
adian woman  who  went  to  Japan  to 
introduce  tha  T.W.C.A.  work  there,  and 
aha  waa  tha  first  foreign  aecretary  sup- 
ported by  Canadian  associations.  She 
took  up  her  work  in  Japan  in  1904,  and 
for  ten  yeara  remained  aa  national 
aecretary.  In  1914  tha  Japaneae  gov- 
ernment appointed  her  to  fulfil  an  Im- 
portant work  among  women. 

Very  wisely  tha  work  in  Japan  bad 
lta  start  among  tha  women  and  girl 
students,  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  hoatela  came 
Into  being  one  after  another  in  connec- 
tion with  the  large  unlveralties  and 
achoole,  and  in  that  way  were  trained 
Japaneae  girls  who  could  go  out  among 
their  leaa  fortunate  sisters  carrying 
the  message  of  "More  Abundant  Life." 
Young  Japanese  women  have  come  to 
America  to  study  the  methods  of 
association  work,  have  been  atudanta 
in  tba  world's  only  training  school  for 
association  workera  (New  York)  and 
hava  returned  to  Japan  to  carry  on  the 
association  work  In  that  country. 

In  India  the  Canadian  associations 
now  support  two  secretaries,  Mlaa  And- 
erson, who  went  to  Columbo,  Ceylon, 
about  two  years  ago,  after  having  been 
general  aecretary  In  Vancouver,  was 
Joined  very  recently  by  Mlaa  Ferguson, 
who  sailed  from  Victoria  December  1. 
In  Columbo,  Ceylon,  there  'a  a  splendid 
Y.W.C.A.  boarding  home,  surrounded  by 
beautiful  gardena.  The  Y.W.C.A.  has 
In  that  city  a  great  field  of  usefulness, 
for  there  la  a  great  traveling  public. 
In  Indian  cltiea  the  asaoctation  ia 
called  upon  to  deal  with  three  distinct 
claaaaa  of  young  womanhood;  the 
European  or  American,  realdant  In  that 
country  for  long  or  abort  intervals; 
the  native  Indian,  and  the  Eurasian, 
English-speaking  and  of  English  habita. 
They  are  a  good  working  class  and  are 
to  bo  found  In  all  the  various  occupa- 
tions open   to  young  women    In   India. 

One  lady  Inspector  In  an  Indian 
school  waa  heard  by  a  national  aecre- 
tary to  remark  that  "India  la  a  very 
different  place  for  young  women  alnce 
the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Associa- 
tion had  been  organised  here." 

Tha  association  In  India  haa  made  a 
special  atudy  of  the  needa  and  desirea 
of  the  bualneaa  glrla  In  India,  and  they 
hava  organised  homes,  and  Institutions 
♦or  them.  After  thirty  yeara  of  work 
in  India  there  are  99  aaaoclattona.  A 
atrong  feature  of  the  association  work 
in  India  has  been  lta  confarenoaa  and 
camps. 

In  ona  of  the  great  middle  provinces 
la  India  the  association  haa  held  ao 
high  a  place  that  the  government  of 
that  province  turned  over  to  the  Y.W. 
C.A.  great  sums  of  money,  with  tha 
provision  that  in  their  hands  waa  to 
Ha  the  commercial  education  of  its 
woman. 

Tha  aaaoclattona  have  been  eagerly 
helped  and  developed  in  the  city  of 
Pekin.  A  young  American  aecretary 
haa  been  atudying  the  field  and  the 
language  for  two  yeara.  The  women 
of  that  city  have  been  eagerly  clamor- 
ing for  the  organisation  there  during 
all  that  time,  but  the  national  organi- 
sation held  back,  until  a  second  secre- 
tary ahould  t>e  found  to  Join  the  first 
ia  her  great  endeavor. 

In  the  aprlng  of  1919  a  great  cry 
went  out  from  the  Indian  National 
Committee,  "We  must  have  fourteen 
secretaries  for  the  autumn  or  our  work 
will  Buffer." 

Because  of  the  atrong  national  feel- 
ing the  American  Held,  from  which  haa 
been  drawn  numeroua  foreign  secre- 
taries, was  left  untouched.  The  Engllah 
association  responded  to  the  cry  nobly, 
and  when  the  autumn  came  eight  sec- 
retaries were  on  their  way  to  India, 
all  being  supported  In  England.  One 
was  from  Canada;  and  In  keeping  with 
the  generous  attitude  of  our  American 
alaters,  a  wealthy  American  woman 
cabled  to  England,  "I  will  pay  tha 
salaries  of  four  of  your  secretaries  aent 
to  India.'' 

In  South  America,  In  South  Africa, 
In  Australia  and  In  every  European 
country  tha  work  haa  made  rapid  ad- 
vance It  haa  recognised  the  needs  of 
each  country  and  haa  established  itself 
to  meet   thoae  needa. 

The  aalary  of  the  aecretary  haa  been 
mat  by  the  home  people.  They  hava 
gone  Into  new  fields  and  established 
tha  associations  which  hava  been  self- 
supporting,  and  in  many  cases  tha  sec- 
retaries have  been  supported  in  their 
fields  of  work  aa  lta  usefulness  became 
more  apparent.

Monster  British  Ammunition  Works  Cover  Eleven 
Acres  of  Ground,  All  Wnder  One  Roof— Women 
in  Trousers  fake  Place  of  Men  and  in  Certain 
Lines  of  Work  Are  Superior  Mechanics

N.P.F. — Ton  see  the**  letter*  on  tbe 
doormat  of  the  offlcea.  They  stand  for 
National  Projectile  Factory.  I  know 
not  how  many  W.P.F.'s  there  are  In 
Britain.  Perhaps  Mr.  Montagu.  tbe 
Minister  of  Munition*,  knows.-  This 
particular  factory  la  a  very  large  one. 
It  baa  over  eleven  acres  beneath  a 
•ingle  roof.  A  farmer  can  visualise  a 
tea-acre  field,  but  to  the  nan  in  the 
industrial  street  an  acre  is  a  mere 
term.  Imagine  an  area,  one  mile  long 
toy  10*  feat  broad.  That  Is  roughly  the 
area  of  the  factory,  though  naturally 
Its  shape  is  much  nearer'  a  square. 
Over  «.<>••  "hands"  are  employed  there, 
and  of  theae  very  considerably  over 
half  are  women,  of  whom  a  large  part 
are  young  or  youngish  and  attractive 
and  possess  husbands  in  the  army. 
Terlous  Aspects 
Now  you  can  observe  an  N.P.F.  in 
various  aspects.  There  Is  the  human 
aspect  of  Ice)  picturesque  adjuncts.  For 
instance,  the  canteen  under  its  own 
separata  roof,  with  a  prodigious  ve- 
randa for  the  al  fresco,  surpassing 
town  hajls  In  size,  and  supplying  all 
the  diverse  cooking  and  eating  ec-. 
commodation  which  young  women  who 
know  on  which  aide  their  bread  ought 
to  be  buttered  require.  There 'are  the 
women's  dressing  rooms  and  lavator- 
ies—I  never  saw  before  and  do  not 
hope  to  see  again,  so  many  white 
faience  basins  with  hot  and  cold  wa- 
ter, rows  and  rows  and  scores  in  a 
row.  There  is  the  ambulance  station 
with  every  device.  There  are  tbe 
women  In  the  roof  controlling  the 
overhead  travelling  electric  cranes 
that  command  every  foot  of  •  the  floor 
space.  Kach  has  a  rope  to  slide  down  ' 
by  in  an  emergency,  and  for  prac- 
tices' sake  she  in  obliged  to  slide  down 
-that  rope  at  least  once  a  week.' There 
arc  the  other  women  who  drive  the 
electric  carriages  on  the  floor  itself — 
miles  of  line— sitting  In  a  sort  of  easy 
chair,  and  tickling  levers.  Six-inch 
and  nine-inch  shells  arc  not  to  be 
lightly  thrown  about.  The  latter 
weigh  more  than  a  man,  and  It  takes 
slther  electricity  or  two  men  to  shift 
thorn  to  and  fro:  electricity  does  10 
per  cent  of  the  shifting. 

Women  la  Trousers 

There  arc  still  other  Women  in  peg- 
top  trousers.  These  last  piquant  crea- 
tures start  with  two  minute  points 
near  the  ground,  and  very  often  finish 
near  tbe  top  with  an  elaborate  white 
lacy  corsage  or  a  flowing,  -glowing 
scarf.  The  phenomenon  looks  queer 
in  a  factory.  It  ought  not  to  look 
queer.  It  ought  to  be  far  more  prev- 
alent. I  liked  to  see  a  girl-checker 
delicately  rolling  a  nine-inch  shell 
over  with  her  fashionable  glace  kid 
boot  that  pooped  out  below  the  yellow 
overall.

There  are  the  long  queues  of 
women  in  variegated  street  attire  at 
the  pay  decks  ('Pay  from  66017-7020 
la   one  of   the   signs) 


dissipation  of  power  In  the  factory. 
Having  grasped  this,  you  may  enter 
the  factory.  You  there  discover  an 
ordinary  railway  wagon  behind  a  row 
of  forges.  Tbe  wagon  is  full  of  steel 
ingots  which  have  made  a  long  Jour- 
ney. They  are  craned  out  —  they 
weigh  three  and  a  half  hundredweights 
each — and  put  in  the  forges,  and  when 
they  are  white  hot  4hey  aie„  dropped 
into  a  hydralulc  machine  which  both 
pierces  and  shapes  them,  and  from 
which  they  emerge— after  a  preesure 
of  710  tons — in  tbe  shape  of  nine-inch 
sheila  That  is  the  flrst  operation-  out 
of  more  than  a  score  quite  separate 
operations. 

Then  the  rough  carcass  Is  "centred"; 
its  nose  is  bored  and  the  screw  thread 
is  mUled  in  She  cavity;  the  beautiful 
stnfc-and-wave  channels  arc  cut  on  tbe 
part  where  the  copper  band  is  to  go; 
the  base  plug  is  fitted — and  no  mortal 
power  could  unscrew  that  base  plug 
once  it  is  screwed  in;  tbe  Inside  is 
polished  and  varnished  and  tho  var- 
nish dried;  the  baas  is  "faced." 

Then  comes  the  copper  band  busi- 
ness, which  resembles  In  its  finish  tho 
Jeweller's  craft.  The  copper  band  la 
Jammed  on  toy  Incredible  main  force, 
but  after  It  Is  on  it  is  treated  with 
the  moet  astounding  finesse',  and  the 
shell  leaves  that  series  of  operations 
gleaming  with  U»  cut  and  os/rved  ban- 
gle. 

Ton  see  It  neat  la  tho  painting 
room,  where  everything  and  everybody 
Is  of  a  yellowish-brown  color,  and 
where  there  is  not  such  a  thing  as  a 
brush  except  the  floor-sweeper.  The 
paint  is  sprayed  on  to  tho  shells  as 
they  hang  In  rows  and  thus  the  paint- 
ing Is  accomplished  with  an  evenness, 
a  precision  and  a  celerity  which  would 
fatally  shock  house  painters. 

A  fsw  yarda  farther,  and  the  shells 
are  dried  in  gas-heated  cupboards,  and 
out  of  these  cupboards  they  are  waft- 
ed Into  an  ordinary  railway  wagon, 
and  they  disappear  forever.  They  are 
not  yet  truly  shells.  They  are  only 
shell  cases.  They  travel  elsewhere  to 
be  filled.  Therefore  you  do  not  wit- 
ness either  the  beginning  of  the  work 
(the  steel  making)  or  the  end  of  it. 
The  metal,  so  far  as  you  are  con- 
cerned, springs  from  one  mystery  and 
vanishes   away   Into   another.

I  have  catalogued  by  no  means  all 
tho  operations,  and  I  have  given  no 
hint  of  the  Important  differences  in 
the  two,  nevertheless  similar,  pro- 
cesses for  nine-Inch  and  for  six-inch 
shells.  I  have  offered  only  a  genera* 
indication  and  space  will  not  permit 
more.  I  was  told  that  In  the  briefer 
operations  demanding  close  concentra- 
tion the  women  rivalled  and  perhaps 
exoelled  the  men,  whereas  In  the  long, 
tedious  operations  (not  demanding 
physical  strength)  the  men  esslly 
beat  the  women,  whose  attitude  was 
apt  to  he:  "Oh,  bother!  I've  had 
enough  of  this  exasperating  dullness  1" 

Another  aspect  of  the  colossal  or- 
ganism is  ths  checking  and  testing 
aspect.  It  i  you  examine  wthjs  long 
enough  you  will  become  obsessed  by 
it,  so  that  you  will  arlve  at  the  stage 
of  thinking  that  tho  manufacture  of 
shells  consists  chiefly  In  checking  and 
testing.  Every  shell,  as  soon  as  It 
has  cooled  from  the  red  hot  condition, 
it  provided  with  Its  biography,  whioh 
It  bears  on  a  card  In  Its  cavity.  Final- 
ly In  addition  to  the  factory  tests  and 
the  Government  tests  within  the  fac- 
tory, there  Is  the  Government  outalde 
test,  for  which  some  shells  go  into  tho 
sacred  bond-room,  where  no  unhal- 
lowed person  may  enter,  and  whence 
the  chosen  shells  are  removed  for 
realistic  trials  in  distant  spots.  When 
that  is  over  all  has  been  .done  that 
can  bo  done  to  furnish  tne  artillery 
man  with  an  utterly  reliable  shell 
case.

And  lastly  there  is  the  esoteric  as- 
pect, and  unless  you  have  eyes  to  see 
this  aspect  you  will  never  get  the  na- 
tional projectile  factory  In  a  true  per- 
spective. The  electric  torch  by  which 
women  peer  into  the  cavity  of  tho 
shells  la  beautifully  thought  out.  So 
is  the  overhead  trolley  railway,  hand- 
worked, on  whieh  the  shells  pass 
dangling  through  tho  painting  room  to 
the  railway  wagon.  Tho  exqulaite  de- 
tails can  be  counted  In  thousands. 
Then  consider  the  architectural  plan- 
ning of  the  factory,  a  matter  of  abso- 
lutely Infernal  complexity,  the  mere 
placing  of  the  machinery,  the  lnter- 
work  ing  of  the  cranes.  A  hiatus  or  an 
overlapping  of  one  foot  over  all  the 
expanse  of  those  eleven  acres  would 
put  a  young  woman  out  of  her  stride 
and  bring  wasteful  friction  and  per- 
haps a  stoppage  of  the  organism.  Aad 
consider  alao  the  affair  of  Unking  up 
the  shifts  where  Jhe  women  work  in 
throe  ehtfts.  but  the  men  In  two.  It 
might  well  have  taken  twenty  years 
to  perfect  the  N.P.F.  How  long  did  It 
take?

Mr.  Yapp's  manner  la  quiet  and  re- 
strained. Ha  apears  to  have  run  out 
of  Push  and  not  yst  got  in  a  fresh  sup- 


ply of  do.  His  voice  la  leisurely,  pi 
ant,  and  full  of  kindness,  He  has  tha 
placidity  of  strength,  and  ths  charm  M 
goodness.  A  more  natural,  wholly  un- 
affected, real  and  likeable  person  It 
would  be  bard  to  find  amongst  master- 
organizers.  Tha  physical  bigness  of 
the  man  seems  to  he  an  expression  of 
his  moral  power.    *, 

Service  to  Mankind 

This  may  surprise  you,  too.  For 
something  more  than  an  hour,  after  I 
bad  got  inside  tha  door.  I  sat  listening 
to  Mr.  Yapp's  tale  of  the  huta,  listen- 
ing, that  is  to  aay.  to  tha  master-or- 
ganizer's account  of  his  organisation; 
but  the  Impression  mads  upon  my  mind 
bad  nothing  'to  do  with  mechanism, 
nothing  to  do  with  energy  and  effi- 
ciency. Instead  I  was  filled  with  a 
strange  wonder  and  a  new  reverence.  Z 
forgot  dug-outs  and  trenches,  base- 
camps  and  hospitals,  forgot  tha  whole 
tortured  face  of  battle- torn  earth,  for- 
got even  this  present  day,  and  was  car- 
ried far  back  In  human  history  to  a 
little  bill  outside  a  little  eastern  town 
whsre,  by  a  few  beautiful  words,  a 
young  paaaaat  stamped  his  character 
upon  the  whole  course  of  human  evo- 
lution. 

Outside,  la  the  fog  of  London,  ths 
newspapers  were  hanging  up  their  pla- 
cards about  tha  German  peace-trap,  and 
about  Gorman  peace-bluff.  Hare,  In 
this  room,  one  was  thinking  of  tha  won- 
derful person  who  spoke  about  loving 
enemies  and  who  also  aald:  "Blessed 
are  the  peacemakers." 

For,  whether  you  like  It  or  not,  tha 
whole  of  this  extraordinary  work  dona 
by  tha  T.M.C.A  has  its  sola  rise,  ori- 
gin. Inspiration,  energy,  and  consecra- 
tion In  tha  character  of  Jesus. 

"People  make  a  mistake,"  aald  Mr. 
Yapp,  and  you  will  kindly  Imagine  this* 
big  and  gentle  man  smiling  as  ha 
speaks,  too,  In  a  daap,  leisurely,  un- 
affected and  unhurried  way;  "people 
make  a  mistake  In  thinking  that  our 
work  la  new-born  and  la  purely  a  hu- 
manitarian reaction  from  tha  brutali- 
ties of  war.  To  begin  with,  wa  had 
started  our  hut  work  before  the  war 
began.  We  had  tents  for  the  Terri- 
torials during  their  Summer  training, 
and  haiV  already  organised  a  fairly  ex- 
tensive camp  work,  which  wa  Intended 
to  develop.  And  not  only  this  People 
are  sometimes  Inclined  to  think  that 
our  Association  haa  taken  a  new  lease 
of  Ufa  from  the  war,  Is,  In  fact,  almost 
a  new  corporation.  But,  I  assure  you, 
we  owe  everything  to  ths  original  spirit 


of  our  society.  You  ca,n  aaa  this  vary 
east!  y  tn  tha  fast  mat  rue  pulley  has 
been  shaped  by  own  trained  In  tha 
T.M.C.A.  tradition,  who  casus  to  tha 
Y.MC.A  long  ago.  and  who  were  at- 
tracted to  the  Y.M.C.A.  by  the  spirit 
which  first  called  H  Into  existence.  It 
is  true  that  we  have  become  mora  popu- 
lar, and  It  la  true  that  wa  have  grown 
and  broadened  la  the  last  twa  years; 
but  the  soul  of  our  work  la  still  tha 
etml  of  tha  original  Association  ssrvtce 
to  mankind  aa  an  expression  of  our  de- 
votion to  God." 

He  aald  to  ma.  too:  T  was  Im- 
mensely Impressed  during  my  last  visit 
to  France  by  one  quite  small  experi- 
ence, whleh  shows,  I  think,  tha  mystical 
power  of  religion.  I  want  Into  a  room 
In  ona  of  our  huta.  where  man  aa  a  nil* 
play  carda  sad  amoks.  But  la  this 
room  no  one  waa  smoking,  and  no  one 
waa  playing  games  I  waa  rather  puz- 
zled, and  looked  about  ma  for  aa  ex- 
planation. I  saw  It  at  last  at  the  and 
of  the  room.  Someone  had  put  up  s 
Cross  on  the  wall.  I  spoke  to  the  of- 
ficer in  charge.  He  told  me  that  the 
soldiers,  without  any  suggestion  from 
outside,  fsel  that  they  would  be  want- 
ing in  reverence  to  religion  If  they 
made  a  room  with  that  symbol  of  reli- 
gion In  It  into  a  play  room." 

For  a  few  minute*  ha  spoke  with 
quiet  and  affectionate  enthusiasm  of  our 
soldier*.  "It  is  a  sober  army."  hs  aald. 
"and  it  Is  an  army  which  respects  reli- 
gion. You  never  by  any  chance  hoar 
bad  language  la  our  huts  Soldiers  who 
have  got  tha  habit  of  brutal  words  and 
vile  words  drop  that  habit  at  tha  door 
of  our  huta.  We  see  them  only  as  men 
who  suffer  and  who  are  patient.  I  know 
no  patience  like  that  of  the  British 
soldier  at  the  front." 

Ha  also  told  me  of  tha  crest  crowds 
who  come  voluntarily  to  tbe  religious 
services  hsld  in  the  huts.  "During;  «r 
last  day  In  Rouen,"  he  said,  "I  waa 
struck  by  the  enormous  crowd  at  tha 
service  I  attended.  I  made  Inquiries, 
and  learned  that  fifteen  services  were 
being  held  by  our  people  tn  that  same 
city,  and  that  all  were  equally  crowded. 
And  on  that  asms  day  twenty-five  ser- 
vices were  held  In  Y.M.C.A.  bate  In 
Havre,  with  full  congregations  How 
goodness  works  out  Its  own  evolution! 
— in  some  of  the  towns  of  France  a 
rescue  work  has  grown  out  of  oar  huts, 
and  looks  as  If  It  will  take  root  In 
French  soil. 

The  Mat  Maatt 

"It's  extraordinarily  interesting,"  he 
continued,  to  study  the  chain  of  this 
work.  Begin,  for  example,  with  the 
huts  set  up  In  England  at  the  various 
camps  and  in  In*  big  towns  You  see 
there  how  we  work  to  giro  tha  soldier 
a  refuge  of  comfort  and  friendliness 
during  ths  time  of  his  training,  and 
through  a  period  of  groat  temptation. 
Then  cross  the  Channel.  Directly  you 
arrive  you  Had  our  huts  at  the  base 
camp* — Urge  and  splendid  huts.  Travel 
along  the  lines  of  communication,  snd 
you  find  our  huta  all  tha  way— getting 
s  little  smeller,  or  becoming  tents  ss 
you. approach  the  war  sons.  Then  you 
leave  these  smaller  huts  behind,  and. 
within  sound  of  the  guns,  find  the 
Y.M.C.A  lnstallsd  In  ruined  houses  Qo 
further  still,  and  enter  the  trenches. 
You  And  us  there,  hard  at  work  In  a 
dug-out.  There  is  a  regular  line  of 
workers  from  the  great  hut  to  the  smal-

to  tbe  dugout  It  is  S  moving  thing 
to  sea  our  workers  in  these  dug-outs. 
ministering  to  the  mud-stained  afcwdiera 
as  they  trudge  back  from  the  front 
trenches.  Wa  have  boilers  SS  work, 
and  serve  each  soldier  with  a  cup  of 
cocoa.  So  our  service  eatenda  from 
tha  training  campa  and  garrisons  ts 
England  to  tbe  very  dug-outs  on  tha 
field  of  battle.  And  wa  receive  every 
day  letters  of  gratitude  from  mothers 
and  rather*  who  would  find  It  bard  to 
support  the  agony  of  their  anxiety 
about  their  eons  except  for  our  huts 
One  often  thinks  of  tha  maternal  solici- 
tude at  th*  back  ef  all  our  work, 
iTbert/a  a  fearful  amount  of  human  Buf- 
fering behind  tbe  battle  line.  And  tha 
lore  of  tbe  parent — straining  after  tha 
son  and  following  him  through  every 
temptation,  cleaving  to  him  la  his  dis- 
comforts, seeking  him  tn  tha  trench — 
bow  traalc  sad  bow  beautiful  it  Is  I 
wish  you  could  see  tbe  letters  which 
reach  us.  hundreds  of  them." 

He  is  a  man  of  enthusiasm,  for  all 
his  quiet,  for  all  hi*  ahasnoe  of  im- 
passioned speech.  "I  believe  that  we 
are  establishing  la  the  lives  of  millions 
of  our  young  msn  what  I  may  call  the 
hut  habit;  and  when  pease  comes  I  be- 
lieve that  thla  habit  will  tell  enor- 
mously In  tha  moral  life  of  tha  nation. 
For,  you  see,  the  soldier  Is  learning  to 
understand  what  the  red  triangle  stands 
for.  He  no  longer  associates  religion 
with  what  la  called  goody-goodylsm, 
with  cheeks  and  restraints,  with  a 
negative  attitude  towards  Ufs  Hs 
asea  that  tbe  red  triangle  stand*  for  an 
all-round  policy,  and  that  we  aim  to 
develop  men  physically,  morally,  intel- 
lectually end  spiritually.  It  to  such  a 
mistake  to  think  that  our  work  with 
the  soldier  eads  In  providing  food, 
games  and  entertainments.  We  are 
teachers  and  educationist*.  You 
should  aee  the  crowds  which  come  to 
our  lecture*  in  France.  Tha  other  day 
there  were,  fifty  generals  at  a  lecture 
on  tha  Bslhans.  We  are  carrying  on 
aa  educational  work  among  the  Indian 
troop*.  They  mr*  learning  English,  snd 
learning  to  read  and  write  their  own 
language.  We  do  this  work  with  a 
promise  to  tha  Government  not  to 
proselytise.  In  one  of  the  huts  I  vis- 
ited ths  other  day  speeches  of  gratitude 
were  mads  by  a  Brahmin,  a  Sikh,  and  a 
Mohammedan;  two  of  the  aoMlers 
wrote  their  names  for  me  In  English, 
snd  I  wss  crowned  with  s  garland  of 
flowers  aa  the  representative  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.  Ths  gratitude  of  these  man 
Is  wonderful.  Our  work  shows  us 
again  and  again,  and  In  all  Its  aspects, 
the  immense  power  of  sympathy  and 
kindness  The  spirit  of  God  to  con- 
quering everywhere.  You  can  see  It  In 
Franca  No  man  there  is  a  sectary  or 
a  bigot  The  Roman  Catholic  holds 
Masa  In  our  huts,  the  High  Anglican 
and  the  Evangelical  hold  their  services, 
and  all  of  them  are  friendly  and  da- 
voted,  like  a  brotherhood.  They  have 
some  to  realise  the  essential*. 

"By  the  way,  among  the  motl  devoted 
of  our  workers  are  many  Jews. 

"X  like  to  tntnk,"  he  aald,  and  one 
saw  tbe  dreamer  In  his  smile,  "that 
after  thla  war  wa  shall  have  a  hut  In 
every  town  and  village  throughout  the 
British  Isles — some  little  place,  I  mean, 
whsre  the  all-round  policy  of  the  red 
triangle  ma/  have  s  local  h ablution. 
It  will  be  a  crime  If  it  isn't  so.  After 
such  wonderful  work  for  war,  what  a 
crime  If  there  la  not  a  great  work  still 
for  peace.  We  want  to  take  care  of 
our  young  people,  to  encourage  them, 
to  educate  them,  to  develop  them  In 
mind  and  body,  and  to  give  them  tha 
central  inspiration  of  religion.  Tha 
hut  habit  has  begun;  If  I  can  do  any- 
thing to  prevent  such  a  calamity,  It 
shall  never  atop.  We  can  do  a  great 
work  for  England,  if  we  are  given  the 
chance."  v 

You  must  not  Imagine  that  he  uttered 
the  last  sentence  but  one  with  passion 
or  that  he  clenched  his  fist  and  brought 
It  down  smack  on  tbe  table  In  front  of 
him.  No;  he  sat  peacefully  upright  In 
hla  chair,  tha  smile  still  In  his  eyes,  and 
his  voice  calm,  even,  and  almost  wist- 
ful. Where  he  keeps  his  Push  I  cannot 
tell  you,  and  as  for  his  Go,  upon  my 
soul  I  begin  to  wonder,  whether  this 
quality  can  be  really  essential  to  great 
work,  for  I  dont'  believe  he  has  got  a 
scrap  of  It 

I  asked  him  s  few  questions  shout 
himself.  His  first  work  In  organisation 
waa  as  secretary  of  a  little  temperance 
society  in  Leominster,  while  hs  Waa  yet 
in  bis  teens.  At  twenty-one  ha  wss  a 
local  secretary  of  the  Y.M.C.A  Here 
such  devotion  to  the  work  mastered 
him  that  ba  gave  up  tha  prospects  of 
hla  career  (he  was  employed  in  engin- 
eering works  which  manufacture  agri- 
cultural machinery)  and  became,  at 
twenty  three,  a  servant  of  tha  Y.M.C.A. 
His  organising  ability  carried  him  to 
the  head  of  things  In  Lancashire,  and 
there  he  did  splendid  work  for  the  As- 
sociation. It  to  only  four  or  five  years 
asm  that  be  cams  to  London.

DEAUfrG  WITH 
SUBMARINE  MENACE 

(By  Arthur  Pollea.  In  London 
Chronicle) 


Tha   toll    tha   submarines   are   taking 

baa,  for  tha  tost  five  months  been  so 
unexpectedly  high,  so  regular  and  so 
continuous  that  there  would  be  noth- 
ing surprising  had  ths  public  exhibited 
serious  alarm.  But  apart  from  a  few 
hysterical  utterances  no  adversity  of 
the  war  haa.  aa  a  fact,  been  borne  with 
greater  calmness.  And  that  to  ona  of 
the  greatest  adversities  of  tbe  war — 
tha  first  real  success.  In  point  of  fact, 
that  the  Germans  have  scored  at  sea 
hardly  needs  demonstration. 

It  to  thla  success  alone  that  gives 
Germany  any  ground  for  hoping  that 
wa  shall  weaken  In  our  resolution  to 
see  this  grim  buslnees  of  tbe  war  right 
through  to  the  bitter  end.  It  to,  there- 
fore, an  obvious  obligation  on  the  Ad- 
miralty to  quench  this  hope.  It  must 
mitigate  tha  attack,  enable  merchant- 
men to  defend  themselves,  and  organise 
the  shipbuilding  of  the  country  so  as  to 
hurry  on  with  every  possible  ship  that 
can  be  put  to  aaa.  Even  If  the  cam- 
paign goes  on.  then,  the  net  loss  will 
be  substantially  diminished.  The  at- 
tack on  tha  submarines — by  far  the 
most  Important  of  all  ways  of  coun- 
tering tbe  campaign — muat  be  toft  en- 
tirely to  naval  experts.  There  to  not 
the  least  ambiguity  nor  doubt  about 
the  right  policy — but  It  may  take  time, 
and,  indeed,  a  considerable  time,  before 
It  can  be  carried  out.  la  tha  meantime, 
we  must  rely  upon  our  shipbuilders  to 
replace  as  fast  aa  possible,  and  on 
arming; — or  convoying — merchantmen, 
to  defend  existing  snips. 

All  Ships  Should  be  armed. 

All  experience  abowe  that  out  of  ten 
unarmed  ships  attacked  nine  nave  no 
possible  means  of  saving  themselves; 
whereas  out  of  ten  armed  sblpa  attack- 
ed nine  have  no  difficulty  In  escaping. 
It  seems  obvious  then  that  all  ships 
should  be  armed.  But  in  arming  mer- 
chantmen certain  rules  have  hitherto 
had  to  be  observed.  Such  guns  as  they 
carried  were  either  In  the  atern  only, 
or  If  on  the  sldss  well  abaft  the  beam. 
The  merchantman  that  wished  to  repel 
a  submarine  attack  had,  therefore,  to 
turn  away  to  get  her  guns  to  bear.  This 
seemed  to  put  the  intended  victim  at  a 
disadvantage,  and  at  the  great  city 
meeting  the  demand  was  not  only  that 
all  merchantmen  Should  be  armed,  but 
armed  for'ard,  aft  and  beam.  And  the 
thing  was  asked  for  as  if  the  comple- 
tion of  tha  programme  depended  only 
upon  the  resolution  and  energy  of  tha 
Admiralty. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  doing 
what  to  required — for  undoubtedly  a 
complete  armament  la  the  ideal — are 
considerable.  To  begin  with  thars  la 
the  difficulty  In  finding  sufficient  guns. 
Little  guns  are  of  no  use.  Tha  cruis- 
ing submarine  of  today  no  longer  car- 
ries the  IB  calibre  12-pounders  that 
fold  down  Into  ths  boat  when  she  Is 
submerged,  but  to  armed  with  a  brace 
of  4.2  or  5.5  guns — even  the  smaller  of 


which  waa  used  with  almost  deadly  ac- 


Kmden.  at  ranges  of  wall  over  five 
mile*.  Small  guns  are  then  quite  uee- 
Jeas  fin  weather  la  which  the  sub- 
marine can  use  her  long  range  pieces 
with  accuracy.  For  that  matter,  even 
if  tha  guns  oa  both  sides  ware  equal, 
if  th*  water  ware  really  smooth,  the 
submarine  could  probably  use  4-ln.  and 
6^-ln  guns  with  tar  greater  effect  SS 
five  or  six  thousand  yards  against  a 
merchantman  than  could  the  merchant- 
man's guns  of  equal  or  superior  calibre 
be  used  against  the  submarine,  the  ree- 
being  that  tha  merchantman  ex* 
S  target  at  least  10*  times  larger 
than  does  aha  submarine. 

What  Is  mora  serious,  assuming  any- 
thing smaller  than  a  4-lnch  gun  to  use- 
lees,  to  the  enormous  quantity  of  guns 
required  to  get  the  complete  all-round 
armament.  Let  us  assume  that  there 
are  4,000  ships  to  be  protected,  of  which 

Cy  Me  are  armed  already.  To  give 
oh  one  gun  mean*  that  »,»00  guns 
must  be  supplied.  Each  gaa  would 
want  at  least  a  couple  of  trained  gun- 
ners end  a  gun's  crew,  though  of  oourae 
tha  ordinary  craw  could,  without  diffi- 
culty, be  taught  to  discharge  tha  ser- 
vices pther  than  laying  required  In  gun- 
nery. Bat  only  7,<MM>  trained  gunners 
are  not  to  be  had  Just  for  the  asking. 
If  all  these  3,50*  ship*  are  to  have 
four  guns  each,  and  If  the  armament 
and  equipment  of  the  existing  5*0  arm- 
ed ships  are  to  be  made  complete  tha 
number  of  guns  and  men  must  ba  mul- 
tiplied by  nearly  four!  Complete  arma- 
ment to  a  thing  that  will  take  time. 

Meantime  the  power  or  email  guns 
might  be  Increased  If  submarine*  could 
be  forced  to  fight  at  ahort  range.  Can 
merchantman  make  them  da  thla  by 
biding  themselves  In  smoke  screens,  as 
Admiral  8okee*e  fleet  did  at  Jutland? 
Tha  thing  should  be  experimented  with 
forthwith,  far  tbe  situation  Is  too  seri- 
ous for  delay. 

There  to  another  point  that  must  not 
be  forgotten,  Neutral  countries  save 
an  absolute  right  to  make  thslr  own 
rules  aa  ta  the  admission  of  belligerent 
warships  and  belligerent  merchant  ships 
to  their  harbors  during  the  war.  And 
It  Is  for  them  to  say  to  which  category 
aay  particular  ship  belongs.  Holland 
simplified  all  these  questions  for  her- 
self at  tbe  beginning  of  the  year  by 
ruling  that  no  armed  ship  waa  to  come 
Into  her  harbors  at  all.  But  most  coun- 
tries, including  the  United  State*,  have 
agreed  that  shlpa  of  war  may  come 
Into  port,  but  remain  14  hours  only,  and 
that  a  merchantman  does  not  assume 
the  warship  character  merely  because 
abe  to  armed  in  self-defence.

In  cal- 
ibre, and  if  none  of  tbe  guns  she  car- 
ried were  mounted  for'ard  then  abe 
would  not  incur  I  the  suspicion  of  being 
offensively  armed.  Most  of  tbe  Powers 
have  accepted  the  American  rule,  and. 
so  far  all  British  armed  merchant  ships 
plying  with  neutral  porta,  have  ob- 
served them.  They  cannot  be  Ignored 
now,  and  so  even  if  the  guns  for  the 
complete  arming  of  our  merchanmen

Per  some  years  the  question  In 
British  Columbia  has  been  what  to  do 
with  the  army  of  the  unemployed,  and 
while  a  email  percentage  of  employers 
of  labor  view  with  satisfaction  the  un- 
employed mass,  as  It  assures  to  them 
ths  keeping  of  wages  down  to  starva- 
tion point,  the  large  majority  do  not 
take  this  view,  but  would  prefer  that 
every  man  end  woman  were  properly 
adjusted  and  earning  a  competency.  If 
we  are  not  rising  above  the  mud  otaf  e 
of  social  evolution  the  war  hae  taught 
us  nothing.  If  we  are  not  Imbibing, 
along  with  the  smoke  of  battle,  a  spirit 
of  sympathy  and  an  appreciation  of 
co-operation  that  today  resents  the 
thought  of  unemployment  and  poverty, 
we  have  been  blind  to  passing  events, 
ind  deaf  to  the  lessons  of  today.

for  my  deed,  but  was  coolly  Informed 
that  they  could  not  give  me  a  deed.

I  replied  that  If  that 
Is  so,  then  I  can  see  no  reason -why  the 
city  should  refuse  the  deed,  as  I  am 
quite  willing  to  assume  the  liability.  I 
also  again  asked  as  an  alternative  for 
the  return  Of  my  money.  The  solicitor 
then  replied  with  a  continued  refusal  to 
supply  the  deed,  and  asserted  that  ae  I 
had  no  contract  with  the  city  he  could 
not  advise  the  return  of  the  money.    If 


While  military  ascendancy  and  true 
democracy  are  wholly  Incompatible,  we 
must  make  the  best  of  existing  condi- 
tions and  make  friends  of  military 
methods  for  the  preeent;  not  only  that, 
but  we  must  use  them  to  the  advantage 
of  all.  We  have  not  yet  reached  the 
millennium,  and  neither  the  policeman 
nor  the  soldier  oan  yet  be  dispensed 
with,  and  While  the  great  movement  of 
national  development  la  going  forward 
we  must  swing  these  forces  Into  line— 
the  army  must  not  be  wholly  disbanded 
but  used  as  a  means  of  Provincial  de- 
velopment and  social  service  of  the 
highest  order. 

It  is  Incumbent  upon  our  Government 
that  every  returned  soldier  be  the  object 
of  special  care  and  consideration,  not 
In  the  sense  of  charity  administration. 
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but  In  tho  sense  of  honest,  manly  treat- 
ment of  honest,  manly  men.  Every  re- 
turned soldier  must  'be  placed  In  aome 
useful  sphere;  he  must  still  -serve  the 
country  according  to  his  strength  and 
ability.  The  injured  ones  first  to  be 
considered  to  be  placed  In  positions 
suitable  to  their  conditions,  and  others 
given  a  place  where  they  can  earn  a 
reaaonable  wage  in  some  productive 
employment. 

Following  consecutively  and  logically 
upon  this,  I  make  bold  to  state  ntort 
emphatically  that  it  is  also  Incumbent 
upon  those  whom  we  have  placed  in 
positions  of  control  to  eliminate  all 
parasites  and  parasitic  occupations  in 
our  social  structure,  as  shirkers  era 
eliminated  from  the  army.  Society 
"expects  that  every  man  thla  day  will 
do  his  duty,"  and  We  must  see  that 
only  honest  callings  are  allowed  to 
exist.  There  are  gamblers  outside  of 
Chinatown,  and  parasites  elsewhere 
than  associated  with  the  canine  species. 
These  we  must  eliminate  from  society. 
We  must  see  that  the  Idler,  the  ex- 
ploiter, the  commercial  thief  and  the 
Industrial  parasite  get  off  the  workers' 
back.  , 

My  next  letter  will  deal  with  what 
the  Industrialised  military  army  can  do 
under  Government   management.

Sir.— I  am  glad  thut  Mr.  Harris  has 
once  more  answered  the  cell  to  arms 
aa  It  affords  me  an  opportunity  to 
strslghten  some  things  out  and  of  re- 
iterating my  objections  with  some 
grounds  thereof  to  this  hoory  system 
of  measuring  and  enumerating  by  tone. 
Mr.  Harris  begins  his  letter  of  to- 
day   by    asserting    that    my    first   letter 
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"contained  no  question,"  but  that  I 
"Just  dogmatised."  Then  apparently 
forgetting  this  directly  after,  speaks  of 
hie  "replies  to  my  question."  Then  to 
dogmatise  is  to  put  forward  conclu- 
sions that  are  not  self-evident  without 
evidence.  Now,  I  don't  think  that  I  have 
done  thla  And  where  did  I  aay  that 
"the  dosen  Is  dlvlsable  by  as  low  a 
factor  ae  t,  while  the  tea  Is  only  dlvls- 
able by  67"  What  I  did  aay  waa  that 
you  can  divide  the  twelve  by  t,  l,  * 
and  S,  whilst  you  can  only  divide  the 
ten  by  2  and  S.  It  Ie  Just  one  of  the 
worst  numbers  that  could  have  been 
hit  upon  for  this  purpose  which  Is  the 
most  Important  thing  to  be  considered 
by  the  millions  of  small  buyers  and 
sellers  and  the  tens  of  thousands  of 
mechanics."  Then  I  spoke  of  the  de- 
sirability of  having  your  weights,  mea- 
sures and  values  estimated  by  the  same 
standard  and  thla  Mr.  Harris  again  ig- 
nores when  he  speaks  of  the  facility 
that  the  decimal  standard  affords  for 
giving  the  relationship  between  weight 
and  bulk,  for  surely  this  facility  Is  dus 
to  your  measures  of  bulk  and  weight 
being  In  unison  one  with  the  other,  and 
would  be  given  with  equal  facility  with 
the  twelve  standard  had  we  a  twelve 
notation  equal  to  the  ten  notation  In 
simplicity.  Then  I  dwelt  on  the  fact 
that  it  aeems  impossible  to  carry  your 
decimal  meaeuring  of  things  out  con- 
sistently. Tou  cannot  compel  people  to 
quote  their  goods  by  tens  and  one  sees** 
everywhere  that  where  they  have  li- 
berty they  prefer  the  dosen  and  the 
gross  or  aliquot  parts  of  these  to  quote 
by.  For  ths  purposes  of  everyday  life 
these  are  the  simplest  and  beet  and  It 
would  be  cruel  to  set  them  aslds  be- 
cause eclentlets,  etc.,  prefer  the  decimal 
standard  for  their  purposes.  Mr.  Harris 
thinks  that  "the  fact  that  many  of  the 
English  measures  have  been  retained 
where  the  decimal  coinage  has  been 
adopted,  neither  vitiates  the  latter  nor 
supports  ths  former  system."  But  Is  It 
not  certain  that  If  the  ten  were  a  su- 
perior number  to  weigh  end  measure  by 
that  leading  merchants  must  have 
adopted  It  long  ego  and  that  ths 
smaller  ones  must  have  been  obliged  to 
follow  suit  on  pain  of  extinction?  Then 
there  Is  surely  confusion  evinced  by 
the  contention  that  tone  of  2.000  lbs. 
are  more  easily  enumerated  than  tons 
of  2.840  IbeT 

That  the  Germane  have  captured  mar- 
kets by  using  the  decimal  standard 
against  competitors  who  had  other 
things  equal  would  evince  a  stupidity 
thet  one  cannot  credit  English  people 
with  surely.  The  decimal  standard  is 
so  easily  understood  too.  And  besides 
it  would  have  been  so  easy  to  con- 
struct end  use  tables  giving  the  rela- 
tive meaeuree  end  values  In  the  two 
standards.  French  end  German  mer- 
chants captured  trade  In  England  to 
eueh  a  serious  extent  that  a  merchandise 
marks  act  was  passed  to  frustrate  them 
and  these  merchants  quoted  In  English 
quantities  and  values.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  decimal  system  hae  been  taught 
in  English  schools  for  many  years.

My  Dear  Bethmenn-Hollweg: — Allow 
me  to  introduce  mysslf.  A  mere  Cana- 
dian, but  a  professional  peace-maker, 
and  an  enthusiastic  peace-lover,  ae  all 
Canadians  are.  Tou  will  understand, 
therefore,  how  my  heart  leaped  with 
Joy  the  other  day,  when  I  saw  the 
headline  In  one  of  the  London  news- 
papers, "Germany  Offers  Peace."  We 
Canadians  ardently  long  for  peace  It 
is  for  peace  some  thousands  of  us  are 
on  the  war-path  Just  now.  For 
twenty-five  yeare  our  eky  haw  been  dis- 
figured by  a  lark  cloud-bank  on  the 
hortson,  which  ws  recognised  ee  the 
German  Menace.  We  grew  tired  of  that 
cloud-bank,  and  now  that  It  has  broken 
Into  a  fiery  halo  of  war  we  are  here  to 
do  what  little  we  can  to  change  the 
worlds"  eky  into  the  bright,  sunlit  blue 
of  peace.  Canadians  we  are;  do  you 
know  usT  iisk  your  boys  who  wsre  at 
Ypres,  once,  twice,  thrice;  those,  also, 
who  were  at  the  Somme,  determined  to 
"back  through."

Sheep  that  have 
been  chased  by  dogs  once  or  of  tenor  be- 
come so  apprehensive  that,  in  gome  in- 
stances, they  never  produce  profitably 
again.  The  injury  done  by  doga  to 
sheep,  and  the  apprehension  of  loss  from 
thla  source  has  retarded  sheep  husban- 
dry mom  than  all  other  causes  com- 
bined," and  in  conclusion  adds:  "The 
suplnenesa  that  has  been  shown  in  deal- 
ing with  thla  question  by  legislatures  la 
nothing  short  of  a  stigma  on  an  intelli- 
gent people."  "The  above  waa  written 
some  ten  years  ago  and.  up  to  the  pres- 
ent, no  workable  solution  has  been 
found  to  remedy  this  universal  evil,  not 
on  Vancouver  Island  at  least,"  com- 
ments Mr.  Toung.

Above  Is  shown  approximately  250  square  miles  along  and  in  front  of  the  British  lines  in  the  West  Many 
rvers  believe  that  within  this  area  will  be  fought  an  offensive  that  will  in  a  large  measure  influence  the  final 
decision  in  this,  the  world's  greatest  war.

While  the  far-sighted  advocates 
of  a  big  ahlpbuildlng  programme  in 
the  community  are  desirous  of  seeing 
Victoria  take  her  place  In  the  front 
rank  of  producers,  they  fail  to  see 
why  the  Industry  should  be  confined 
to  one  or  two  places  and  the  responsi- 
bility for  Its  development  left  in  the 
hands  of  an  enterprising  few. 

Tho  demand  for  ships  is  too  evident 
to  need  emphasising  and  It  to  a  Weil 
known  fact  that  outalde  of  Canada's 
requirements,  which  it  is  felt  should 
be  filled  by  the  moneyed  men  of  the 
country,  through  the  investment  of 
their  capital  In  shipbuilding  and 
kindred  enterprisea,  representatives  of 
neutral  Countries  have  persistently 
sought  to  place  orders  In  this  province. 

The    lateat   demand   for   ships   to   be 
\bullt   on    this    ceaat   comes    from    Can- 
ada's ally,  Japan,  and,  probably  due  to 
v   the  great  advertising  of  the  shipbuild- 
ing activity  of  the  state  of  Washing- 
ton., the    first    two    repressntativos    to 
roach   this  coast   with  a  view  to  plac- 
ing  contractu    for    wooden   hulls,   have 
passed  right  by  Victoria  and  have  made 
Seattle   their  objective   point  In  search 
of  the  shape  they  require.    .   . 
•banding  idly  By 

Tho  question  Is  asked,  "Why  should 
British  Columbia,  blessed  with  every 
sdvantage  and  having  the  materials  at 
her  very  door,  stand  idly  by  while 
svery  little  crook  and  cranny  on  the 
coast  across  the  border  calling  Itself 
a  port  to  straining  every  effort  to 
establish  its  importance  as  a  ship- 
building centre." 

The  three  Important  ports  of  the 
gulf  triangle,  Victoria,  the  oldest; 
Vancouver  and  Seattle,  were  eking  out 
u  o.uiet  existence  until  the  great  news 
of  the  Klondike  gold  strike  astonished 
the  world.  The  subsequent  growth  of 
these  cities  is  sufficient  proof  as  to 
which  of  the  three  was  alive  to  the 
opportunity  ror  development  which 
then  offered  and  exerted  sufficient  en- 
ergy 'to   win   the   race  for   supremacy. 

After  a  somewhat  prolonged  period 
of  dull  times  prior  to  and  following  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities,  the  greatest  op-  J 
portuplty  ever  afforded  British  Co- 
lumbia presented  Itself  and  in  order 
to  enable  British  Columbia  capital  to 
take  full  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
the  late  Conservative  government  en- 
acted' the  Shipping  Bill,  which  granted 
substantial  eld  to  shipbuilding  enter- 
prises and  wss  the  direct  root  of  the 
present  activity  In  the  shipyards  of  the 
Cameron-Oenoa  Mills  Shipbuilders, 
Ltd..  and  the  Wallace  Shipyards,  Ltd.. 
of  North  Vancouver,  where  a  total  of 
ten  wooden  auxiliary  schooners  and  one 
steel  ship  are  being  built. 

Again  Victoria  and  her  two  neighbor- 
tng  ports  are  engaged  In  what,  from 
courtesy,  may  be  ,  termed  a  race. 
Knowing  what  was  being  done  In  this 
province.  One  of  Victorias  progressive 
business  men  became  desirous  of  learn- 
ing what  the  state  of  Washington  was 
doing  and  particulars  supplied  by  the 
Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce  show 
the  amusing  and  gratifying  results  In 
that  state  of  the  unity  of  purpose  and 
the  harmonious  grouping  of  Interests 
which  has  aetualed  the  business  com- 
munity  across    the   border.

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WEST  COAST  SHOWS 
mm  DEVELOPMENT 

SS.  Tees  Sails  With  Full  Cargo 
of  Supplies  for  New  Indus- 
tries— Mining,  Pulp  Mills 
and  Fisheries  Busy. 
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Voyage  Frorh  Yokohama  Con- 
sumes 17  Days — Big  Liner 
Brings  Capacity  Cargo,  In- 
cluding 1 22  Tons  for  Victoria, 


The  C.P.K.  steamer  Tees.  Capt.  Oil- 
lam,  sailed  at  11  o'clock  last  night  for 
Hoi  berg  with  another  capacity  cargo 
of  freight  for  various  points  along  the 
west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island.  She 
also  carried  a  good  list  of  passengers. 

Industries  glong  the  west  const  are 
developing  so  rapidly  that  it  Is  safe 
to  conclude  that  within  a  very  short 
time  It  will  bo  necessary  te  put  an  ad- 
ditional boat  on  the  run.  The  Tees  is 
nt  present,  and  has  been  for  some 
time  past,  the  busiest  steamer  of  the 
fleet  and  It  has  taxed  her  to  tho  limit 
to   handle   the   business  offering. 

New  canneries  in  course  of  establish- 
ment, old  canneries  being  rehabilitated 
for  the  coming  season's  operations, 
large  pulp  mills  under  construction, 
and  the  mining  Industry  being  revived 
In  a  wonderful  way  and  on  a  substan- 
tial basis,  all  go  to  maks  up. a  pleas- 
ing way  for  the  future  of  this  section 
Of   Vancouver   Island. 

Pgrt  of  the  cargo  of  tho  Tees  is 
made  up  of  8,000  cases  of  empty  cans 
for  the  Wallace  Fisheries  cannery  at 
Uchueklesit.  This  plant  Is  running  at 
capacity  and  the  run  of  herring  at 
present  la  reported  to  be  extremely 
heavy.  Tho  Wallace  Fisheries  are  also 
opening  up  their  cannery  at  Quatslno, 
which  has  not  been  running  for  some 
time.  The  old  wharf  there,'  which  haa 
not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  is  being 
replaced  with  a  substantial  structure, 
and  the  Tees  is  taking  up  4,000  feet 
of  lumber  from  Port  Albernl  on  thla 
trip.  A  big  donkey  engine  was  taken 
aboard  at  Victoria  which  will  be  used 
fcn  connection  with  driving  the  piles  for 
the  new  wharf. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  the 
new  cannery  at  Nootka  frr  the  Nootka 
Packing  Co.,  is  progressing,  and  the 
Tees  took  up  another  shipment  of  lum- 
ber for  tho  buildings  last  night.  The 
pulp  mill  of  the  Quatslno  Lumber  eV 
Paper  Mill  Co.,  is  being  held  up  by  de- 
lay in  the  delivery  of  machinery  whl.-h 
it  at  present  on  board  of  scows  at 
Bull  Harbor  waiting  to  be  towed  up. 

Prospecting  Is  still  being  carried  on 
at  Old  Sport  mine  and  the  Yreka  mine, 
both  on  Quatslno  Sound,  but  the  short- 
age of  labor  is  keeping  back  the  pros- 
pecting and  mining  along  the  west 
coast.  The  Sidney  Inlet  mines  (the 
old  Dewdney  mine)  is  a  great  scene 
Of  activity.  Ths  Tses  has  already 
taken  one  shipment  of  460  tons  of  ore 
from  this  mine  to  the  Tacoma  smelter 
and  the  40  men  engaged  there  arc 
getting  out  large  Quantities  of  ore  for 
shipment.  According  to  Mr.  Silver- 
man, who  recently  opened  up  the 
abandoned  property,  the  ore  runs  60 
per  cent  copper.  Mr.  Silverman  is  at 
present  In  New  Tork  and  his  son  Is 
in  charge  of  operations  at  the  mine. 

TANKER  IS  DRYDOCKED 

The  British  tanker  Kl  Lobo  arrived  at 
Ksqulmalt  from  Vancouver  yesterday 
morning  and  was  placed  in  the  drydock 
for  general  overhaul.  When  the  vessel 
la  floated  she  will  proceed  south  and 
load  another  cargo  of  Peruvian  oil  for 
delivery  to  the  Imperial  Oil  Company  at 
Vancouver.

17  days  on  the  passage,  and  was  carried 
pluns  by  good  stiff  brasses  from  behind, 
which  were  only  favorable  as  to  direc- 
tion and.  gtlrred  up  auch  heavy  seas  as 
to  maks  ths  progress  of  the  vessel  very 
slow  Indeed. 

The  Seattle  Maru  arrived  at  the  Quar- 
antine station  at  midnight  on  Friday, 
and  seven  steerage  passengers  were 
landed  there  yesterday  morning.  She 
carried  two  Japanese  cabin  passengers 
and  38  steerage  passengers  for  Seattle, 
22  of  the  latter  being  Russians. 

The  total  cargo  brought  by  the  liner 
comprised  6.522  tons,  of  which  122  tons 
were  discharged  at  Victoria.  Fer 
Seattle  she  had  2,000  tons,  for  Tacoma 
4,200  tons  and  for  Han  Francisco  200 
tons.  The  local  freight,  was  made  up  of 
waste  silk,  rice,  peanuts  and  general 
gooda  Ths  liner  left  for  Seattle  at  12 
o'clock  noon. 

The  Seattle  Maru  haa  not  been  seen  In 
this  port  for  many  months  past,  she 
and  the  San  Francisco  Maru  having  been 
operated  In  the  San  Francisco-Orient 
trade  for  something  over  a  year  under 
charter  to  the  T.K.K.  line.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  shs  will  make  one  more 
voyage  to  Victoria  and  Puget  Sound 
ports  snd  will  then  follow  the  Tacoma 
Maru  which,  with  the  steamer  Kasaga 
Maru,  has  been  placed  In  the  new  O.S.K. 
service  from  the  Orient  to  South 
American  ports. 

As  already  announced,  the  company 
Intends  replacing  all  the  smaller  vessels 
operating  to  North  Pacific  ports  with 
new  and  larger  vessels  of  the  type  of 
the  Manila  Maru  and  ths  Hawaii  Maru 
and  of  10,800  tons.

In  the  production  of  lead  ore  there 
was  a  gain  of  10  per  cent  over  the 
preceding  year,  the  lead  content  of 
ore  mined  In  1016  being  estimated  at 
432,000  short  tons. 


The  Prince  Rupert  News  reports  the 
arrival  in  Telkwa  of  the  first  ore  to 
Jbe  phlpped  from  the  Santa  Maria 
mine.  Machinery  with  which  to  equip 
tha  property  haa  bean  delivered.

Mr.  P,  D.  MulilrTs,  of  Winnipeg,  who 
has  Just  visited  tha  Kootanay  country, 
1*  aiming  to  utillie  boulders  of  richly 
mineralised  copper  ore%which  exist  la 
large  quantities  on  several  claims  in  the 
vicinity  of  Nelson.  Mr.  Mulllns  has  se- 
cured an  option  on  a  large  property, 
which  has  been  evened  up  in  the  past 
by  a  big  open  cut,  which  has  shown  a 
very  wide  area  of  mineralised  rock.  Th* 
property  Is  covered  with  boulder*  vary- 
ing In  ilte  up  to  manys  ton*.  These 
bouldera  are  all  of  similar  character  to 
the  ore  body  which  exists  In  the  moun- 
tain side,  and  it  1*  proposed  to  gather 
them  up  and  ship  them  to  a  smelter. 

Mr.  A.  W.  B.  Hodges,  who  passed 
through  tha  city  a  few  day*  ago  en 
rout*  to  Anyox  to  inspect  tha  mine*  and 
smelter  of  t,he  Granby  company,  stated 
in  an  interview  that  millions  of  dollars 
in  the  eastern  states  are  ready  for  In- 
vestment in  British  Columbia  mines. 
Mr.  Hodges,  who  is  one  of  the  best 
known  mining  men  of  the  province,  was 
manager  of  th*  Granby  interests  and 
their  mines  when  they  built  tha  smelter 
at  Grand  Forks.  It  is  hi*  purpose  to 
visit  all  th*  mining  district*  of  the  pro- 
vine*  before  ha  returns  east.  Upon  hi* 
return  from  Anyox  he  will  go  to  Spo- 
kane, whore  the  mining  fraternity  la 
planning  to  tender  him  a  banojiet;  later 
he  will  continue  his  inspection  of.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  properties.

The 
biasing  Concb  had  bean  left  with  en- 
gine* running,  and  she  was  under  no 
control.  A  naaty  sea  was  getting  up. 
and  aha  wa«  from  end  to  end  a  maa* 
of  flames.  More  horrible  still.  h*r 
cargo  of  beusine  wa*  every  moment 
welling  out  from  her  sides,  causing 
lake*  of  fire  all  round  her.  Can  you 
blame  the  ateuteet  heart*  for  keeping 
well  away  clear,  a*  these  three  steam- 
ers did?  ~~- 

I  want  the  ocuatry  to  know  the  fol- 
lowing tale  of  glorious  heroism.  The 
captain  of  the  destroyer  saw  it  waa 
sheer  madness  to  attempt  to  go  along- 
side her.  She  was  still  lurching  at 
eight  .knots  all  over  the  place.  Three 
time*,  by  magnificent  seamanship,  he 
placed  hi*  vessel  across  the  bows  of 
the  doomed  oil  steamer,  throwing  over- 
board hi*  rafts,  hi*  lifebelts  and 
buoys,  and  finally  his  boats,  and 
shouted  to  the  crew  to  Jump  for  their 
live*.  Many  did  so,  10  be  saved  by 
the  destroyer's  boats,  but  not  all.  Af- 
ter two'  hours,  magnificent  seaman- 
ship there  were  still  nine  men  left 
on  board,  The  flames  were  now  but 
a  few  feet  off  them,  and  th*  ship  waa 
going  fast,  but  still  stumbling  along 
like  some  fearful  live  thing.  But  the 
captain  of  the  destroyer  found  that 
there  waa  no  single  life-saving  ap- 
paratus left  aboard  his  ship.  The 
three  other  steamer*  waited,   watching. 

I  would  have  given  years  of  my  life, 
and  so  would  any  man.  to  have  seen 
the  alight,  boyish  figure  of  the  de- 
stroyer's captain  on  his  bridge,  smiling 
a  trifle  sadly — he  had  a  wife  and  a 
baby  boy  two  <day*  old  at  home — a* 
he  ordered  boats,  davits  add  all  over- 
banging  gear  to  be  turned  In.  Surely 
he  was  never  going  to  put  his  ahip 
alongside    the   burning   Conch? 

That  was  at  6:24  a.m.  After  forty- 
eight  minute*  of  th*  most  nerve-rack- 
ing, terrible  and  magnificent  seaman- 
ship and  Judgment  that  had  ever  been 
seen,  thatsSrltlsh  destroyer  was  placed 
gently  alongside  the  Conch,  and  every 
single  man  of  those  doomed  creatures 
was  taken  off.  Two  or  three  sharp  or- 
ders, and  the  British  man-of-war  was 
clear.  Ten  minutes  later  the  Conch 
had    disappeared. 

I  have  told  the  story  but  feebly  and 
badly,  Not  a  word  has  been  said,  not 
a  sign  of  recognition.  Let  us  at  least 
see  that  Justice  Is  done.  Which  was 
the  destroyer,  and  who  waa  the  gallant 
and  aplendl<fa>man  who,  standing  alone 
there  on  his  bridge,  smiled  on  that  De- 
cember  morning?
